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The taxman cometh 


He can 9t save you pain of paying 


... but maybe he can lower the ante

The pain is silent. 
It starts in the brain, where all tilings 


good and bad are scrutinized. It travels 
to the arm, which controls the hand, 
which reaches into the pocket for the half- 
empty wallet and takes out what's left. 


It's time to settle up. Time to square 


things. What's theirs is theirs. What's 
yours is theirs. And the government likes 
it just fine. 


The young couple is armed. They have 


brought with them a box full of records 
— receipts, canceled checks, pay stubs, 
W-2 forms — and plop it down on the 
desk of their neighborhood professional 
tax preparcr. Dressed in casual clothes, 
the taxman begins to unravel the mass 
of statistics that draws a clear picture of 
what life was like for them In 1974. 


Silently, he prepares their statement, 


using an electronic calculator, referring 
to a giant book of tax laws, meticulously 
writing the figures down, erasing them 
carefully if he makes a mistake. 


THE COUPLE LOOK on in awe. They 


are staring upside down at Form 1040. 
They have a notion of what he's doing 
but they're not altogether sure.

Charges 'totally untrue' 
'I'm innocent,' says Fulle 
of extortion indictment

County Comr. Floyd T .Fulle declared Friday his innocence 


of federal charges that he extorted more than $40,000 from 
two developers who obtained county zoning in 1970. 


"Thew charges arc totally untrue," Fulle said as he began 


a "txuiness-as-iuual" day In Chicago. "I will be vindicated." 


Fulle, S3, of DCS Plalncs, was indicted Thursday on eight 


counts of extortion, income tax evasion and perjury by a 
federal grand jury which Is probing county zoning of unin- 
corporated areas. 


ALTHOUGH REPORTS of the investigation and Fullc's 


pending Indictment circulated since last year, Fulle said in an 
interview at County Republican Party headquarters that "no 
one i» more shocked than myself" about the indictments. 


"Remember, this indictment b only an accusation. If that 


means automatic guilt, then this isn't America," Fulie said. 


Prominent Chicago defense attorney George CoUirilos is 


"advising" Fulle about possible defenses against the federal 
charges. 


"I absolutely intend to fight this," Fulle said. "I'm In- 


nocent." 


FULLE SAID he will not resign as chairman of the county's

The taxman doesn't say much. What 


can he say? Figures don't lie. He is em- 
barrassed. He feels bad. But that is that. 
He did Ills best for his client and now 
they must pay. He staples the income 
records to the return, signs his name and 
accepts a $25 check. He begins preparing 
for the next customer. 


MORE AND MORE, taxpayers are 


turning to the experts to do their returns. 
It makes sense because the laws arc be- 
coming Increasingly complicated. And 
tho government keeps changing its mind 
about what constitutes acceptable deduc- 
tions. 


"People arc their own worst enemy," 


says the taxman, one of hundreds of 
Northwest suburban Certified Public Ac- 
countants and private taxperts. "A lot of 
people say, 'aw, to hell with it.' They 
don't want to bother" taking the time to 
look for deductions that arc rightfully 
theirs. But they have to find them, them- 
selves. The Internal Revenue Service 
won't, he says. 


He has taken a few minutes from his 


hectic schedule as a CPA dealing with 
corporate matters by day and a seasonal 
taxman for Mr. Average American by 
night to delve into his profession, the dos 
and don'ts of filing income tax state- 
ments and to allay fears that the IRS is 
a largely invisible enemy. 


"If everyone had a confrontation with 


the IRS at the outset of their filing ca- 
reer they would see they are people just 
like them," he begins. "There are cer- 
tain ones who give the service a bad

Living costs, unemployment due 
to go still higher, experts say

Inflation eased for the second month in a row with a .3 per 


cent drop in the wholesale price index during January, but 
the good news was offset by some gloomy predictions: 


• Gains in the fight against inflation will not outweigh in- 


creases In the cost of living that will be caused if President 
Ford's plan to add a $3-per-barrcl tax onto the price of crude 
oil is not halted by Congress, opponents of the plan say. 


• The Ford administration's forecast of unemployment fig- 


ures for 1975 may be moved upward. "It is possible they may 
go above 8 5 per cent," Chairman Alan Greenspan of the 
Council of Economic Advisers told the Senate Appropriations 
Committee Thursday. 


The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .5 


per cent drop in December, according to U.S. Labor Dept. 
figures. The January index stood at 171.3, meaning that a 
cross-section of goods costing S100 in 1967 cost $171.80 in 
January. The figure is still 17.2 per cent higher than January 
1974. 


The major portion of the decline showed up as a drop in the 


wholesale prices of foods, causing Agriculture Dept. officials 
to predict retail price increases (or the first half of this year 
will be one-third smaller than anticipated. 


Experts say the new figures indicate the annual increase in 


the cost of groceries will be 11 per cent for 1975 instead of the 
15 per cent rise originally predicted. 


Oil price increase could raise index 


Labor Dept. figures on the wholesale price index did not 


take into account President Ford's plan to increase the price

$90,000 asked for Bicentennial 


If the Arlington Heights Bicentennial Commission has its 


way, the village will celebrate tho nation's 200th birthday 
uith a bang — $90,000 worth. Commission chairman Dwight 
Walton has asked for that amount to help start a working 
farm, and gi\o someone $250 to design a commemorative 
village vehicle sticker. But some members of the village 
board think tho plan and tho $90,000 request too large and a 
"scattergun" approach to tho celebration. 


Candidate charges conflict 


Sandra Todd, an Elk Grove Village board candidate has 


charged recently-appointed Plan Comr. Stanley Klybcr with a 
conflict of interest. Mrs. Todd made the charges because 
Klybcr's salary Is paid by a firm involved in leasing and 
management of Elk Grovo Industrial properties, and Klyber 
Li an officer in tho Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Com- 
merce.

Suburban legislators emerged with a 


number of influential positions in the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives as Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders named 
their committees for the 1975-76 legisla- 
tive session. 


Two Northwest suburban Democrats, 


Rep. Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, and Rep. Harold A. Katz, 
D-Glencoe, were given key assignments 
as committee chairmen by House Speak- 
er William A. Redmond, D-BensenviUe, 
Friday. 


When Democrats have controlled tho 


House in the past, committee chairman- 
ships generally have been parceled out 
between Chicago and Downstate factions 
of the party, with suburbanites usually 
left out. 


Mrs. Chapman was named chairman 


of the Human Resources Committee, 
which is involved in such areas as men- 
tal health, health care costs and depend- 
ent children, among other matters. Katz 
will head the Judiciary II Committee, 
which has jurisdiction over matters deal- 
Ing with civil Justice. 


OTHER SUBURBANITES named to 


committee chairmanships included Rep. 
John S. Matijevlch, D-North Chicago, 
who will wield the gavel of the powerful 
Executive Committee; and State Rep. 
Daniel Pierce, D-Highland Park, chair- 
man of the Natural Resources Com- 
mittee.

Propane-gas firm indicted for leak 


The owner of a propane-gas tank that leaked thousands of 


gallons of explosive liquid near Arlington Park Race Track in 
January has been Indicted by the county grand jury for "en- 
dangering the life and property" of persons in the area. 


Hicks Gas Inc., 1023 Lake Avc., Woodstock, was named in 


the three-count criminal indictment late Thursday and faces 
possible fines totaling $117,000. 


Tho Indictment charges that: 
• The 12,000-gallon tank was installed in October 1972 with- 


out required review of plans by the Illinois Dept. of Law 
Enforcement.

• Tho tank was not inspected by the Illinois fire marshal. 
• The tank was "not properly maintained and serviced." 
Review of the plans by the law-enforcement department and 


Inspection by the state fire marshal are required by Illinois 
law. A $50-a-day fine for each violation, which would begin 
with the installation date, Is established in the law. 


"It is unusual to take criminal action under this statute," a 


spokesman for State's Atty. Bernard Carey said Friday. 
"But, it's also unusual to have a gas leak of this type." 


THE GAS LEAK Jan. 3 forced evacuation of 12 families 


from trailer homes at the race track and of 18 employes at a 
race track laundry. The tank was used by the Madison 
Square Garden Inc. laundry department. 


Fumes from tho tank tied up traffic in the area for four 


hours and firemen poured tons of water on the escaping cloud 
of gas to prevent an explosion. 


Rolling Meadows Fire Dcpt. officials said the leak was 


caused by a cracked pipe in the above-ground tank. The Roll- 
ing Meadows Building Dcpt. charged the laundry owner with 
failure to obtain a permit for the tank and the County Dept. 
of Environmental Control ticketed the firm for "emission of 
gas into the atmosphere."

Mehegan was dragged beneath tho 


train after he was struck. He was taken 
to the hospital by a Des Plalnes Fire 
Dcpt. paramedic ambulance. 


Mehegan's wife, Darlene, is a long- 


time Des Plalnes reporter who has cov- 
ered Des Plalnes city hall for the DCS 
Plalnes Journal weekly newspaper for 
seven years.

Convoy to Phnom Penh delayed again 
A convoy of critically needed food and ammunition destined 


for Phnom Penh will be delayed at least another week be- 
cause ship captains refuse to sail up the Mekong River, which 
is under heavy Communist fire, shipping sources said Friday. 
The Filipino skippers were offered $1,250 apiece and seamen 
1500 each per run but so far there have been no takers and 
the convoy — 13 ships and barges — had idled in South 
Vietnamese waters for the past week. 


China charges Soviets 'bully* Europe 


In a propaganda broadside coinciding with the resumption 


of stalled Sino-Sovlet border talks, China Friday called the 
Soviet Union a "bully" trying to take over Western Europe. 
The Chinese Communist party newspaper "People's Daily" 
said the Soviets "not only enslave and plunder the Third 
World countries and people but also bully and expolit a num- 
ber of second world nations ..." — an apparent reference to 
Europe. 


No Turkish Cypriot state: Malcarios 


Pros. Archbishop Makarlos of Cyprus told thousands of 


demonstrating Greek Cyprlots Friday his government never 
will accept a separate autonomous Turkish Cypriot state. The 
Greek government announced In Athens that Foreign Minister 
Dlmitrios Bltslos canceled the scheduled Sunday meeting with 
Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger in West Germany because of 
the new developments in Cyprus.

A bomb demolished a downtown Belfast carpet store Friday 


and another booby-trapped Valentine card was mailed to a 
Roman Catholic housewife. Police said both were the work of 
Protestant extremists. 


Ethiopia breaks siege of Asmara 


The Ethiopian government broke a rebel siege of Asmara 


and sent in fresh troops Friday while its warplanes bombed 
rebel positions in a bid to break the stalemate in the 15-day- 
old civil war. American-built warplanes with bombs and rock- 
ets under their wings flew north to pound guerrilla positions 
aions a main road leading from Asmara to the government 
outpost of Keren, 50 miles away. Light spotter planes buzzed 
overhead.

'Horn could have saved TWA flight' 


Quicker pilot reaction to a warning horn might have pre- 


vented TWA Flight SI4 from crashing into a Virginia moun- 
tain, killing all 92 people aboard, a federal inspector said 
Friday. Richard R. Ncvlll told an inquiry Into the Dec. 1 
crash that the horn's beep eight seconds before impact, set 
off automatically by radio altimeter, signaled Flight 514 was 
just 500 feet off the ground. Asked whether a burst of power 
applied Immediately after the horn's warning could have car- 
ried the Boeing 727 safely over the mounta'n, Ncvlll replied: 
"I would have to assume that would be possible."

Build 3rd party, conservatives urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Jesse 


Helms urged conservatives Friday to 
begin now to build a third party that can 
go to the voters next year if the Republi- 
cans and Democrats fail to produce "a 
program of freedom." 


The North Carolina Republican, a con- 


verted Ltmocrat, spoke to more than 500 
delegates to the National Conservative 
Political Action Conference, which is dis- 
cussing the formation of a new party. 


Many of the conference participants fa- 


vor that course, but GOP conservatives 
have been appealing to them to remain in 
the Republican Party. 


Helms did not urge an immediate 


break with the existing parties. 


But he urged conservatives to call a 


platform convention to lay down what he 
called "a program of freedom" for 
Americans, and then "have acceptable 
candidates ready and able to run for of- 
fice — not excluding the presidency — in 
the event that major parties continue in 
the direction they are now going." 


Helms' call for first-step party forma- 


tion came after delegates demonsu-ated 
vocally that they are at least emotionally 
prepared to cut ties with the GOP and 
support a national conservative ticket. 


The outpouring came at the Con- 


servative Political Action Conference, 
which drew more than 500 participants 
for four days of discussion and possible 
planning of a third party movement. 


The delegates listened politely to sev- 


eral conservative Republicans urge them 
to remain and fight for control of the 
GOP, but burst into cheers when M. 
Stanton Evans, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Conservative Union, said, "I person- 
ally believe that In 1976 we need a new 
political party at the presidential level." 


Two other speakers at the opening semi- 


nar, Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-I11., and 
Clarke Reed, Mississippi GOP chairman, 
were as critical of Ford administration 
actions as Evans, but both pleaded with 
conservatives to stay with the GOP. 


"The Republican Party Is the vehicle 


through which conservatives still have 
the best opportunity to express a con- 
servative philosophy," Crane said. But 
despite the appeals of conservatives with- 
In the GOP, the conference was edging 
toward action that could start the ball 
rolling toward formation of a new party.

Mrs. Ford undaunted despite ERA opposition 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Betty Ford vowed Friday to "stick 


to my guns" and keep lobbying for the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment in spite of heavy criticism from anti-ERA women who 
picketed the White House. 


"I'm going to stick to my guns and will continue to do what 


I can as long as I feel I can be helpful," the First Lady said 
of her controversial effort to help get ratification of the 
amendment banning legal discrimination based upon sex. 


". . . I'm going to work on all of the states. We're hopeful 


we can win in the long run." 


A few hours before Mrs. Ford spoke to reporters, 35 women 


picketed the White House with placards reading "stop ERA" 
and "happiness is stopping ERA." The women, many of them 
young, were protesting Mrs. Ford's personal campaign on 
behalf of the amendment. 


At an impromptu press conference, Mrs. Ford indicated she 


was undaunted. 


"I really do believe everyone should have an equal opportu- 


nity," she said. "I believe this should be true in terms of 
race, color, creed and sex." 


Answering a charge that she was using government facil- 


ities and funds to lobby for ratification of the amendment, she 
said, "I'm just using my own home." 


Mrs. Ford concedes she recently telephoned legislators in 


North Dakota, Illinois. Missouri and Arizona to encourage 
them to vote for the ERA. The North Dakota legislature last 
week ratified the amendment, but the Arizona Senate de- 
feated it 16 to 14 Thursday night. 


ERA, an amendment which would overturn any law or le- 


gal procedure which discriminates on the basis of sex, has 
been ratified by 34 states. Four more state legislatures must 
approve it before it can become a part of the Constitution. 


A spokesman for the anti-ERA demonstrators accused Mrs. 


Ford and several federal agencies of improperly spending 
taxpayers' money on behalf of the amendment. They asked 
for equal time to present their case at the White House. 


The demonstrators distributed cards to passcrsby which 


listed many of the measures which they fear will be enacted 
under ERA. 


They included government funded free child-care centers; 


pro-lesbian legislation; free abortion, sterilization and con- 
traception; elimination of preference for veterans; a chal- 
lenge to church policies and tax exemptions; a military draft 
for women; a guaranteed annual income, and an end to 
school text books which portray a "stereotype" woman in the 
home.

Watergate conviction challenges voided 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica Friday threw out all 
remaining challenges to the convictions 
of four former Nixon aides for conspiring 
to covcrup the Watergate scandal. He 
said he would impose sentences Friday. 


Sirica ,iaid he found no valid claims to 


support Uio defendants' efforts to over- 
turn the guilty verdicts or receive new 
trials. They argued that evidence against 
them was not sufficient to sustain con- 
victions, but Sirica said the court "can- 
not agrets will) the defendants' con- 
clusion." 


The four men face combined max- 


imum sentences totaling 75 years in pris- 
on and fines of $103,000. 


On New Year's Day, the coverup jury 


returned guilty verdicts against H. R. 
Haldeman iind John D. Ehrlichman, once 
the top two White House aides to Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon, and two officials 
of Nixon's 1972 campaign, former Attor- 
ney General John N. Mitchell and Robert 
C. Mardian. 


The three-month trial focused on the 


Nixon administration's role in the June 
17, 1972, break-in and bugging at the 
Democratic National Headquarters and 
subsequent efforts to cover up the scan- 
dal. 


The only defendant cleared of the fel- 


ony charges was Kenneth W. Parkinson, 
who served as a lawyer for the reelection 
committee. 


The new trial requests ranged from 


M i t c h e l l ' s assertion that prosecutor 
James Ncal prejudiced his case by stat- 
ing twice in closing arguments his belief 
Mitchell was guilty, to Haldeman's pro- 
tests that Sirica erred by not granting a 
delay to allow for a deposition by Nixon. 


When the delay request was made, 


N i x o n was recovering from com- 
plications arising from blood clots in his 
leg, and court doctors determined he 
could not make a deposition until Jan. 6 
— five days after the guilty verdicts 
were re turned. 


Mardian argued he should have re- 


ceived a separate trial after his lawyer, 
David Bress, became ill and could not 
continue to actively represent him. 
Bress' partner, Thomas Green, took 
over, and Sirica said he provided a skill- 
ful defense. 


Ehrlichman raised 19 separate points 


which Sirica said had been adequately 
considered in trial and prctrial proceed- 
ings. 


The court also threw out arguments 


that pretrial publicity prevented a fair 
trial, challenges to Jury-selection meth- 
ods, challenges to the original in- 
dictments and requests by Haldeman for 
a new trial based on new evidence and 
possible juror misconduct. 


In related action, the California Su- 


preme Court Friday suspended Ehrlich- 
man and Mardian from the practice of 
law because of their convictions in con- 
nection with Watergate offenses. 


Kissinger feels 6conf idenf 
of Mideast disengagement 


AQABA, Jordan (UPI) - Sec. of State 


Henry A. Kissinger ended his explor- 
atory talks with Egyptian and Israeli 
leaders Friday confident he still has a 
chance to bring off another military dis- 
engagement between them next month 
despite their apparent public deadlock. 


A senior American official aboard Kis- 


singer's plane flying from Israel to this 
Jordanian port on the Gulf of Aqaba said 
Kissinger felt he had made enough prog- 
ress to be able to see "what might be 
possible" in the way of an agreement 
when he returns in March for the actual 
negotiations. 


Leaving Israel, Kissinger countered 


some grim assessments by Israeli offi- 
cials, saying he was "very satisfied" 
with his talks with Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin and other leaders. 


Shortly after Kissinger left, Rabin 


warned in a television interview that Is- 
rael would not pay any price for an in- 
terim peace settlement with Egypt. 


Rabin also said his government never 


would permit the Palestine Liberation 


Organization to participate in a recon- 
vened Geneva Middle East conference. 


"The Israeli positions are clear today 


— only a settlement that will serve Is- 
rael that will promote peace and not in- 
jure Israel's security will be acceptable to 
us," Rabin said. 


In Moscow, Communist party general 


secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev indicated 
Soviet acceptance of another interim 
agreement in the Middle East provided it 
does not preclude a permanent over-all 
solution. He said "certain persons" were 
trying to lull the Arabs with "soporifics" 
but did not refer to Kissinger by name. 


About an hour before Kissinger left his 


hotel room for the talks, two explosions 
rocked central Jerusalem and police said 
two Arab guerrillas were killed in the 
blast about a mile away as they handled 
bombs to be planted somewhere in the 
city. 


It took Kissinger's jet less than half an 


hour to fly from the Israeli capital to 
neighboring Jordan to meet with King 
Hussein to brief him on the outcome of 
his five days of talks in Damascus, Cairo 
and Jerusalem.

Man in the street shocked, 
surprised about GOP head

They were shocked, surprised or cynically satisfied. Some 


looked away in embarrassment at the question and walked on 
by. 


They were the people on the streets of downtown Des 


Plaines Friday and the question was: "What was your reac- 
tion to the indictment of Floyd Fulle?" 


Fulle, county Republican chairman, county board member 


and Maine Township GOP committeeman, is known on every 
block in Des Plaines. His family has been active in the busi- 
ness and politics of the city for decades. 


His indictment Thursday on federal extortion, Income tax 


and perjury charges in connection with alleged zoning county 
shakedowns was a shock to many. 


"I WAS REALLY DISTURBED by the news, I thought very 


highly of Mr. Fullo, he did a favor for me once," Alice Brcit- 
ter said. 


But despite the past friendship, she suggested that the gov- 


ernment should continue to search for public officials who 
betray the public trust. 


In addition to the shock, some expressed surprise about 


Fulle's indictment. 


"I was totally surprised by the whole thing," Mike D'Olivo 


said. However, he did not think the government should back 
away from prosecution of politicians. 


"They should go after them all, until it is all cleaned up," 


he said. 


THOSE WHO EXPRESSED sympathy said that Fulle 


should nonetheless be punished if found guilty. 


"If it turns out to be true then they should throw the book 


at him," John Schmidt said, adding that he had only just 
heard of the action taken by the U.S. Attirney's office. 


Although Fulle is a well-known local figure, others associ- 


ated the charges with the avalanche of allegations made 
against many other public officials. 


"There is a lot of cleaning up to do," Helen Slisz said. 
One Des Plaines alderman, who didn't want his name asso- 


ciated with a story about political corruption, remarked cyni- 
cally that the Indictment might have a bright side to it. 


"At least it shows he has been doing something. Most 


people believe public officials do nothing," he said.

On Aug. 7, 1974 in a grand jury 
appearance, Fulle testified that the only money he received 
from William Adams, an employe of apartment builder 
James Sellergren, was a 1972 contribution to the Congression- 
al campaign. 


Adams paid Fulle 520,000 in June 1970 and $10,000 in 


January 1971 to obtain county board zoning for the Old Mad- 
rid apartment complex at the northwest corner of Hicks and 
Baldwin roads in Palatine, the indictment states. 


Also named in the bank stock investigation was Comr. 


Charles Bonk, a Chicago Democrat. Bonk, chairman of the 
county board's zoning committee, was named Thursday in a 
17-count indictment that charges income tax evasion and ex- 
tortion of land developers seeking county zoning. 


BOTH FCLLE and Bonk are charged, in separate incidents, 


with extorting thousands of dollars from developer Thomas 
Origer between 1968 and 1970 for approval of apartment zon- 
ing throughout the Northwest suburbs. Bonk received $15,000 
from Origer, former owner of the Chicago Fire football team, 
and Fulle received more than $10,000 to rezone 96-acres of 
property in Northfield Township in 1970, the indictment 
states. 


U. S. Atty. James Thompson said in announcing the in-

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name. They're old biddies who sit in the 
office and want to collect.

MOST PEOPLE, he says, follow the

"I've very seldom done anybody's tax re- 
turns without at least saving them the 
cost of the returns." 


He says taxpayers usually understate 


their deductions because they haven't 
taken the time during the year to put 
their receipts together in a safe place. 
By retaining ail pertinent information 
and pointing toward D-D ay taxpayers 
can get a better grip on their tax forms. 


"None of them want to out and out 


cheat," he says. "I will not do a tax re- 
turn where income is burled. They better 


not tell me that or I won't do their re- 
turns. I will put anything on the tax re- 
turns that is defensible. The IRS may 
say there is no deduction allowed but 
there are exceptions. Some people who 
deserve deductions get a hard time. 
Some clients I have get away with mur- 
der." 


HE SAYS THE system works. There is 


no way the IRS can check all returns. Its 
system of auditing returns affects but 3 
per cent of all taxpayers and is done at 
random. The auditors spend most of 
their time going after corporations, 
where the big money Is. "They put their 
dollar where it does the most good," he 
soys. 


"Considering the fact that we run our 


country on the millions and billions of 
taxpayers' dollars, that they pay taxes 
on their own without coercion, I think the 
American taxpayer is doing a good job. 
I can say I have 12 kids, 3 mortgages, a 
dog, a horse. What can stop me? And 
considering the fact that I know they 
can't oven scratch the surface there's a 
good chance I wouldn't be audited." 


Among the materials to guide the tax- 


payer, one of the best, said the CPA, is 
the IRS' own free publication, the 1975 
editorial of "Your Federal Income Tax." 
"Because of new rulings, the IRS is not 
as secretive as before. Even their audit 
manual is open to the public."

Edward McCaskcy, vice president and 


treasurer of the Bean organization, said 
Friday the team will play at Arlington 
Park If the Village of Arlington Heights 
agrees to a stadium proposal still being 
worked out by Madison Square Garden 
Corp. 


"Should they be successful In per- 


suading the Village of Arlington Heights 
that this Is a good site for a stadium, our 
first loyally would be there," McCaskcy 
said. 


"Madison Square Garden has shown a 


determined effort to balld a stadium and 
tho Bean would be thrilled to play there. 
I think It's a great, great location. 


"What we boil down to Is that the vil- 


lage eventually has to make a decision. 
They have to make It possible," he said. 


EARLIER 
THIS WEEK. Madison 


Square Garden president Alan Cohen 
said the company Is still working on a 
stadium feasibility study. He said he is 
not yet ready to present the details to tho 
village board, although ho has had two 
private meetings with Village Pres. 
Ralph H. Clarbour and the Bears' man- 
agement. 


When the stadium package is pro- 


posed, a critical clement Is expected to 
be revenue to the village. Without suf- 
ficient Income to the village, It is ques- 
tlonblc whether the village board would 
issue revenue bonds, or take any other 
action to aid construction of the stadium. 


"A large stadium has drawbacks in 


terms of the crowds It would draw and 
there have to bo some benefits to offset 
the drawbacks — namely 
Income," 


Trustee David Griffin said Friday. Grif- 
fin is one of two candidates running for 
village president in the April 1 election. 


"The whole key Is what will be in the 


proposal from Madison Square Garden. 
What will be the benefits to Arlington 
Heights? A big stadium sitting at Arling- 
ton Park Is not by Itself a benefit," he 
said. 


Griffin said he plans to ask Clarbour 


for a report on the status of the stadium 
plans at Monday night's village board 
meeting. 


"This thing should be opened up fully. 


I think everybody's now aware the Bears 
are interested In playing at Arlington 
Park. But whatever the facts are, they 
should be disclosed," he said.

Square Garden Corp. and George S. 
Halas Sr., tho Bears' owner, despite the 


call by Griffin to open them up. 


"There really Isn't anything I or any- 


body else can do without going before the 
board of trustees. I can't make any 
agreement with the Bears." 


Trustee James T. Ryan, independent 


candidate for village president, Friday 
identified three major considerations 
that he said were apparent even without 
having seen any plans or financial pro- 
posals. 


"I would not like to see in any way, 


shape or form, taxpayer money used for 
the stadium," he said. 


"I would have to be convinced that the 


Impact of the development would not be 
wholly obnoxious to the residents of the 
area. And I have to envision more than 
just football games in order to make it a 
going proposition," he said. 


Ryan said that revenue to the village is 


another Important consideration, and 
that ultimately the village may have to 


"weigh the impact of a stadium versus 
the impact of what else might be built 
out there." 


McCASKEY SAID the Bears new sta- 


dium would resemble a stadium built 
recently for the Buffalo Bills football 
team In Orchard Park, N.Y., a Buffalo 
suburb. 


"It is incumbent on us to provide a 


new stadium for several reasons," he 
said. "First, our fans need a desirable 
location to view the games. Second, 
we're finding it Increasingly difficult to 
be competitive with other teams that 
have superior facilities. And third we are 
going to great lengths to Improve the 
Bears as a football team, and the physi- 
cal facilities are an important part of 
that," he said. 


Madison Square Garden was the first 


of several interests to approach the 
Bears with stadium plans, McCaskey 
said. "The Bears have never contacted 


or approached any suburb, including Ar- 
lington Heights," he said. 


Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel, who at- 


tended the meeting with Clarbour, Cohen 
and the Bears, said Friday he is not 
working on the stadium proposal. 


"They (Madison Square Garden) 


haven't come up with what their propos- 
al is as of yet. When they do, I assume it 
will be brought to the village board for 
discussion," he said. 


Siegel said it would be legally possible 


for the village to issue municipal revenue 
bonds to build the stadium. If it did, the 
village would become the legal owner of 
the facility. 


The revenue bonds could be paid for by 


income from the stadium which the vil- 
lage could lease to a private operator. 


The transaction would be similar to the 


$20 million revenue bond sale approved 
by the village board last year for North- 
west Community Hospital. 


Parks set 
goals, seek 
improvements

A 10-point program urging the com- 


pletion of village parks and promoting 
park usage by residents has been 
adopted by the Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict.

• The Levitt Homes Sales office will 


be converted to the Raupp Memorial Mu- 
seum. Tho park district should complete 
the move. 


• Indoor pool usage should be in- 


creased. Kiddle indicated that less than 
40 per cent of Buffalo Grove residents 
make use of the aquadome pool at Buf- 
falo Grove High School. More studies 
should be made on how to increase pool 
attendance, Kiddle said. Because of tho 
tight economy, pool passes might in- 
troduce more families to the facility, he 
added. 


• All existing recreational facilities 


should be used to the maximum to save 
taxpayers' money and to avoid dupli- 
cation of park facilities. Kiddle said he Is

A *180.:60 grant for operation of United 


Motor Coach bus routes by the North 
Suburban Mass Transit District was ap-

MSB denies plant would cause harm 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


denied In n final environmental report to 
U.S. officials that the proposed DCS 
Plaines sewage plant will cause odors or 
ruin well-water supplies. 


The report, which Includes the sanitary 


district's responses to questions raised 
about the plant at a Dec. 10 hearing, was 
delivered to the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency late Thursday. 


It also Includes additional technical In- 


formation on the proposed sewage-treat- 
ment plant requested by the U.S. agency. 


The final report, nearly as lengthy as n 


1 ^-Inch-thick preliminary draft which 
the district presented at the public hear- 
ing, repeated many of Its earlier stands 
In defense of the proposed sewage treat- 


ment plant at the corner of Elmhurst 
Road and Oakton Street In DCS Plaines. 


Positions taken by the sanitary district 


In the final statement Include: 


• Assertions that prcchlorination, ozo- 


natlon and temperature control at cer- 
tain key parts of the plant treatment 
process will eliminate any possible 
sources of odor. 


• Promises that there will be no per- 


manent effect on private wells from the 
construction of underground tunnels to 
the plant because the water will be 
drawn toward the sewage-treatment 
plant, not away from It. 


• Assurances that If private wells do 


become clouded as a result of tho tunnel 
construction, the MSD will provide fresh, 
potable water to the well owners until

The federal agency has final 
responsibility for evaluating the impact 
of the sewage-treatment system. 


TECSON SAID he and several other di- 


rectors will contact persons or organiza- 
tions already involved In transit plan- 
ning, Including the county level. He said 
the RTA directors will not be setting up 
and running the meetings, but will in- 
stead attend sessions conducted by the 
suburban groups. Some of the groups 
may also include moss transit districts if 
they have been involved in suburban 
transit planning. 


"It's not up to the board to tell the 


people what they need," Tecson said. 
The series of meetings will be in addition 
to a round of public hearings on the RTA 
budget and plan, which is required by 
RTA law to be conducted in each county.

The same is true when the district is 


working with groups interested in parks 
and recreation, Kiddle said.

MSD should stop 


bullying tactics 


The Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 


trict should stop trying to bully 
DCS Plaincs into accepting a sew- 
age treatment plant in a highly 
populated area. Rather, the MSD 
should immediately begin search- 
ing for an alternative site. 


The term "bully" is severe, but 


it is accurate, for the MSD has 
filed a $205 million lawsuit against 
DCS Plaincs on the grounds the 
MSD will lose that much federal 
money as DCS Plaincs continues to 
oppose the plant. 


The MSD suit is a counterclaim 


against DCS Plaincs for a DCS 
Plnlncs lawsuit blocking construc- 
tion of the plant. 


But the MSD Isn't the only agen- 


cy plowing pell-mell ahead to in- 
flict the O'Harc Sewage Treatment 
Plnnt upon an 
unwilling DCS 


Plaincs. The Northeastern 
HI. 


Planning Commission last week 
recommended federal funding for 
the plant — and rejected a recom- 
mendation from its own staff that 
the size of the plant should be cut. 


Even the III. Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency has been involved 


in the battle — primarily on the 
side of the MSD — but this week, in 
a move which took the environ- 
ment into account, the EPA or- 
dered the MSD to either cover set- 
tling tanks at the proposed plant, 
or move it to another location. 


This tangled mess of bureau- 


cratic recommendations is not go- 
Ing to be resolved overnight, but the 
project could bo built more quickly 
if the MSD would look for a new 
site, as The Herald has urged in 
the past. 


One sensible alternative location 


is between the Northwest Tollway 
and Rte. 72, west of Elmhurst 
Road. The MSD owns the property, 
the land is comparatively isolated 
from large populations and it is 
close to the current location.' 


Many of the complaints about the 


plant will evaporate if it can be 
moved to any location away from 
the noses of suburbanites. The 
MSD should be more sensitive to 
the public's view of such a plant, 
and less anxious to attack DCS 
Plaincs with the bludgeon of a $205 
million lawsuit. 


Missing a vital lesson 


Somclimcs you have to wonder if 


a few of the captains of industry 
have learned anything from the fol- 
lies of government over the past 
few years. 


Case In point Is Edward E. Carl- 


son, United Air Lines board chair- 
man. His airline is regulated by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, of 
which Robert D. Timm used to be 
chairman. 


Timm recently was refused reap- 


polntmcnt as CAB chairman, al- 
though he retained his CAB seat. 
He had received bad publicity from 
a scries of free trips he received 
from various airlines and aircraft 
c o m p a n i e s . H i s problems 
prompted Carlson to be quoted in 
Aviation Dally as saying: 


"I think Bob Timm's personal 


standards arc so high it would nev- 
er occur to him that he couldn't 


spend a weekend with some in- 
dustry people and not act fairly on 
things which were brought before 
him." 


Carlson's remarks seem to deny 


that anything could be regarded as 
a conflict of interest these days. 
But as any observer or critic of 
government knows, the lowest min- 
imum standard for a public official 
Is a scrupulous regard for what 
m i g h t even appear to lack 
propriety. 


Carlson's remarks also state that 


Timm's high standards of conduct 
would never be compromised by 
"some industry people"; the impli- 
cation is that such a group of per- 
sons might have just that in mind 
— which is why, in the first place, 
Timm or other officials should 
steer clear of cozy and com- 
promising relationships with the 
industries they regulate. 


Some X-rated wisdom 


A Palatine woman has injected 


some good old common sense into 
the growing uproar over X-ratcd 
movies in suburban theatres. 


On Monday night Mrs. Edith 


O'Ncll. with her baby at her side, 
told the Palatine village board. "I 
don't think they (X-rated films) 
arc any good, but as a citizen of 
the U.S. I should be able to see 
what I want." 


It's important that we keep Mrs. 


O'Noll's perspective in mind. After 
all, an X-rating keeps persons un- 
der 18 years of age out of theaters; 
adults should be entitled to deter- 
mine what they want to see on the 


screen. What is pornography to one 
adult viewer may be art to another, 
and the viewer should be able to 
make that choice for himself. 


Obscenity, to Mrs. O'Neil, is the 


sale of air rifles, slingshots and 
ammunition within Palatine, and 
she suggested that issue might be a 
better topic of concern than a vil- 
lage survey on the types of films to 
be shown in Palatine.

'Our library too small' 


To opponents of the proposed new li- 


brary building: 


We live in unincorporated Mount Pros- 


pect, so we pay an annual fee for our 
library card. We expect our fee to double 
next year, to help pay for a new library 
building. But since it already costs twice 
as much for a card in many surrounding 
suburbs, that doesn't seem so unreason- 
able. Even at $30 or $40 a year it'll be a 
bargain for our family. 


We like to read. Since we joined the 


library we've stopped buying books. 
When one of my six book dubs offers 
something interesting I ask the librarian 
to order it. Within weeks, sometimes 
days, I've got my new book (service at 
the Mount Prospect library is terrific) 
and I don't have to shelve and dust the 
book for ten years afterwards. Borrow- 
ing books is a form of recycling; eco- 
nomically and ecologically it's better 
than buying. 


I almost joined a club for children's 


books last week. Till I remembered all 
the books, records and magazines avail- 
able free 10 minutes away. I threw away 
the flier and saved another couple of dol- 
lars a month. When my husband takes a 
business trip he usually carries along a 
library book to read on the plane. Chalk 
up $1.95 per trip no longer spent on a 
paperback purchased at the airport or 
hotel lobby. Over the course of a year we 
save hundreds of dollars this way. 


Unquestionably the library is too 


small. Its collection is very limited. If I 
want to read a best seller I may wait a 
year before I reach the top of the list. If 
I want to "research" a subject I ask the 
librarian to get books from one of the 
other suburban libraries in the coop to 
which Mount Prospect belongs. It seems 
residents in these neighboring suburbs, 
being willing to pay more for their li- 
braries, have better facilities and more 
books, which Mount Prospect residents 
can use. Nice of them. 


But why is a good public library such a 


"low priority" item here in Mount Pros- 
pect? Isn't it as much a necessity as 
good public schools? Continuous self-edu- 
cation for citizens of all ages is essential 
to our success as individuals and as a 
democratic community. We are re- 
minded that these are bad times, but it's 
during recessions that people have to cut 
back on "unnecessary" purchases, in- 
cluding books; they need and use public 
facilities more, not less. (And when 
times were better, did Mount Prospect 
sufficiently support Its library?) We hear 
that the present facility Is "adequate" — 
but so arc the present police and fire 
department facilities. Why is barely ade- 
quate good enough for a library but not 
for a police station? (We are also told 
that the issue is village government "re- 
sponsiveness," not the library per se. 
But my impression Is "that most of those 
who demand their right to a referendum 
want a chance to vote against the li- 
brary, not for it.) 


Perhaps if they would use their library 


more fully, in place of book clubs, news 
magazines, paperbacks and television,

But the 
President laughed it off, changed clothes 
in record time and said not a cross word. 


• Ford's speeches are typed, like those

A 
new secretary, typing a Ford speech on 
his plane, not only broke up paragraphs 
between pages but sentences and even 
words. Noticing this just before landing 
when nothing could be done, a Ford 
speechwriter said, "My heart sank. We 
had to tell Ford the awful news. He 
made sure no one would blame the young

• On perhaps his toughest day, Aug. 8, 


1974, the day he was told he would be- 
come president, Ford stepped from the 
White House next door to his vice presi- 
dential office in the Old Executive Office 
Building and sat at his desk, awaiting a 
briefing by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. A young woman came in with 
a sandwich on a tray for him. Ford, noti- 
cing she was having difficulty maneuver- 
ing the tray through the doorway. Inter- 
rupted his thoughts and sped around his 
desk and held the door for her. 


"It took something even more than a 


gentleman to do that at that moment," 
said a man who was there. 


• Ford, on his way to a football 


coaches dinner, asked speechwriter Bob 
Orben to come along, continuing en route 
a conversation they had been having. 
When Ford's limousine reached the din- 
ner site, Orben slipped out and joined 
presidential aides in the rear. But the 
President called out, "Bob," and waved 
him over. Orben said Ford introduced 
him to the coaches "who didn't have any 
idea who I was or what I was doing there 
or why we were shaking hands. But to 
the President I was his guest for the eve- 
ning." 


Ford is that kind of president who rises 


from a dinner table to thank the waiter. 
He is that kind of man who, as Air Force 
One is preparing to leave, thanks each of 
the motorcycle policemen who have es- 
corted him to the airport. He says good 
morning to gardeners and is really Inter- 
ested when they answer his "how are 
you doing?" 


Protocol calls for the President to be 


first in everything. But Ford puts feel- 
ings before protocol. 


In Atlanta, escorting Southern gover- 


nors into a dining room, he let Ala- 
bama's George C. Wallace, confined to a 
\vheelchair, move ahead. In the White 
House, signing a women's rights procla- 
mation, he entered the Cabinet Room 
with his wife and noticed protocol had 
allotted only one chair for his own use. 
He offered it to his wife. 


In Martinique, summing up his impres- 


sions after a first brief meeting with 
Ford, France's President Valcry Giscard 
d'Estaing said to aides, using the English 
words, "A nice guy. Formidable. A nice 
guy." 


Everybody watches everybody else 


Our friends spy on us

WASHINGTON - Do our friendly al- 


lies spy on Americans in the United 
States? 


They often do. And we spy on them In 


their home countries. 


Intelligence gathering knows neither 


friend nor foe. 


In many intelligence areas, allies coop- 


erate and exchange Information. But on 
some delicate subjects, particularly ad- 
vance Information on dramatic policy or 
strategic changes affecting another coun- 
try and in technology and weapons, it's 
every spy for himself. 


The American intelligence community 


envies the pristine anonymity enjoyed by 
their British cousins — MB for internal 
security like our FBI, and MI6 for for- 
eign intelligence, as our CIA. 


The security chapter In the almost en- 


cyclopaedic Anatomy of Britain Today 
runs only two generalized pages and is 
preceded by a quotation from Thomas 
Carlyle: "He that has a secret should not 
only hide it but hide that be has it to 
hide." 


MI6 is covered in two sentences: 
"It can safely be revealed that there 


are two organizations which were once 
called MIS and MI6. MI stands, rather 
misleadingly, for military intelligence: 
the first deals with protecting Britain's 
own secrets against other countries' 
spies; the second — whose existence Is 


never officially acknowledged 
with Britain's own spies ... 


"All newspapers are asked to refrain 


from publishing the names of security 
chiefs, and they are referred to by cryp- 
tic initials, such as 'M' or 'C', or simply 
as "The Director General.' " 


The book did not mention that editors 


of publications violating so-called D No- 
tices listing subjects forbidden for publi- 
cation are subject to Imprisonment under 
the Official Secrets Act. 


But the identity of the 1973 MI6 chief 


was revealed Feb. 7 by the West German 
weekly magazine Der Stern which 
named him as Sir John Ogilvy Rennie, in 
connection with charges of heroin pos- 
session lodged against his son. Only then 
did London newspapers, which had the 
story, dare print his name — quoting Der 
Stern or "foreign publications." 


Recently, the National Hibernian Di- 


gest, a publication for Irish-Americans, 
reported here that "British intelligence 
agents have been operating in the United 
States for almost three years, with the 
approval of President Nixon." 


Quoting "confidential Information from 


a U.S. government source," the digest 
said British intelligence operations in- 
volved "surveillance of several thou- 
sands of Americans of Irish descent who 
have criticized Britain on the radio, tele- 
vision or in the press" on its Irish policy. 
It said "some of the agents pose as 
members of the diplomatic corps." 


And so they probably do, as do CIA 


agents and Soviet KGB spies in Ameri- 
can and Soviet embassies throughout the 
world. 


The British undoubtedly want to know 


from where funds derive for arms and 
support for extremist IRA elements. 


"There probably are more agents of all 


kinds per square mile in Washington, 
D.C., than anywhere else in the world," 
comments an American intelligence 
source. 


UPI's Paris bureau recalls that one 


key French agent, stationed in Washing- 
ton for 10 years as liaison officer be- 
tween the French Secret Service and the 
CIA, was said to have been recalled be- 
cause he prematurely "blew" the cover 
of a Frenchman who was spying in Paris 
for the Russians while a member of the 
late President Charles De Gaulle's en- 
tourage. 


The French agent didn't go back and 


was last reported living quietly in Flor- 


deals 
Ida. 


British and French agents generally 


are reported to be pretty sharp. 


But if you ask around in informed 


quarters in Washington who are the best, 
neither they nor the Soviet KGB may end 
on top of the list. For some time, it's 
been the Israelis.

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Colleges drop entrance requirements 
Language study now an adventure 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


In the last fixe years, hundreds of col- 


leges acrow the nation decided to drop 
their foreign-language entrance require- 
ment and a formerly captive audience of 
high school students found Itself freed 
from struggles with \erb conjugations. 


The Impact has been dramatic at the 


high school level: 


• Enrollment in some districts plum- 


meted by SO per cent. 


• Latin and Russian classes were 


phased out of many schools due to lack 
of Interest. 


• The bottom fell out of the market for 


foreign-language teachers, and those in 
the field sometimes found themselves 
traveling between two schools or teach- 
ing another subject 


"Tho colleges really pulled the props 


out from under high schools," said Bruce 
Altergott, associate superintendent of 
High School Dist. 211. At one time It was 
nlmoit patriotic to take a language, it 
WH so Important. Then In the post-Sput- 
nik era It dwindled and It was no longer 
prestigious to know a second language." 


"I think It's a terrible mistake for the 


unhenlties not to require language," 
snltl Carlos Garcia. Horsey High School 
Spanish teacher. "People In Europe not 
only speak their own language, but speak 
our language and the languages of sur- 
rounding countries. Our people ore on a 
loner educational standard linguistical- 
ly." 


MANY EDUCATORS strongly believe 


foreign language Is essential to the total 
ncadcmlc product. "Foreign language is 
n discipline," said Altergott. "It's some- 
thing you ha\c to work nt every day. 
There Is a great deal of value In this In 
that It promotes good study habits, con- 
sistency and discipline." 


Another frequent defense Is that stu- 


dents have a better understanding of 
English m they come to understand a 
second language. "The value comes in a 
better understanding of our own lan- 
guage." Altergott said. "You can't get 
nuay without knowing how to put togeth- 
er a sentence In o foreign language, 
where >ou can In English." 


Tho declining enrollment has meant 


changes in the study of foreign language 
and most of them arc viewed favorably 
by educators. 


Foreign-language teachers met in re- 


gional, s'.nlc and national workshops to 
take another look nt the way language 
was being taught. Tho results arc levernl 
new techniques and classes designed to 
mnkc students who no longer have to en- 
roll, want to enroll. 


"The biggest educational push in for- 


eign language is towards teaching cul- 
ture — how people cat, how they relate 
to each other, their customs — culture 
with n small 'c,' said Joe Cells, Maine 
West High School German teacher. 


AFTER NINE >ears of teaching, Cells 


well remembers tho da>s that classes 
were filled with students taking language 
whether they were interested In It or not. 


"Today, kids arc In for a different rea- 


son. They want to learn how to speak a 
language, learn about a culture rather 
than Just put in two yean so they can 
get Into college," ho said. 


"Ten years ago we gave emphasis to 


the audio-lingual approach — grammar, 
reading. Today It Is culture," agreed 
Garcia. "It's a very Important port of 
my classes." 


Garcia gets into tho history, music, 


sports ond food of Spanish-speaking 
countries. He teaches a Latin American 
history class entirely in Spanish where 
students debate current events such as 
the uprising In Chile and tho changing 
government of Argentina. 


FOR THREE YEARS he also has been 


Mersey's "Galloping Gourmet" in the 
foreign language department, period- 
ically rolling a portable kitchen Into his 
classroom to whip up a platter of frcnch 
fried bananas or a dish of arroz con pol- 
io, chicken with rice. 


"It Is something different," Garcia 


«aid. "You don't want them to study 
verbs all the time. We do the cooking 
mainly because of tho cultural aspect.

The chef, Carloi Garcia, is not a 
homo economics teacher, however, 
but a Spanish teacher who exposes 
his students to the culture of the 
countries they study. Guest speakers 
and cooking aro only two of the 
ideas being used by foreign language 
teachers to make classes not just 
more interesting but more relevant. 


Most of the time I explain the cooking in 
Spanish so they not only learn the cul- 
ture but the language too.' 


"I emphasize that I don't have a home 


ec class," he said. "I don't want the kids 
to learn to cook, I want them to know 
about other people. In the three years 
they have learned how to eat many 
things that arc foreign to them." 


Garcia also Invites people from Span- 


ish-speaking countries to talk with his 
classes. Jose Cardcnal, right fielder for 
UiC Chicago Cubs, la a yearly visitor. 


ANOTHER TREND just beginning to 


sweep foreign language departments 
across the country Is individualized 
classes. 


Forest View High School in Arlington 


Heights "jumped feet first" Into Individ- 
ualizatlon in 1970, when few programs 
like It were being used in foreign lan- 
guage departments, said James Jacobs, 
foreign language department chairman. 


"Wo started the program out of a gen- 


eral dissatisfaction with the product wo 
were putting out. Wo were shooting only 
at the group In the middle," ho said. 


With the new program each student 


works at his own pace, using a com- 
bination of texts and supplementary ma- 
terial. When a student completes a unit 
he "tests out" with his teacher and 
moves on to something else. 


TEACHERS EVALUATED the pro- 


gram last year and found Its advantages 
Included: better students are not held 
back by the rest of tho class; slower stu- 
dents do not become frustrated trying to 
keep up with the pace of the class; stu- 
dents arc not competing directly with 
each other; teachers do not spend their 
time babysitting or in needless drilling. 


"I would say without qualification that 


the approach has benefltted students," 
said Spanish teacher Rogcllo Llcrandi. 
"Wo have seen a better quality both in 
speaking and reading. Indlviduallzation 
Is also more personalized, more huma- 
nistic. I'm more in touch with my stu- 
dents than ever before." 


The system was not greeted with en- 


thusiasm by all teachers, however. 
"Some of the teachers who were dis- 
satisfied came to tho conclusion that it 
was better than they thought. Others are 
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rebate crowd! 


In addition to our pre-season low 
prices, any residential air conditioner 
purchased and installed during February 
and March will qualify for an additional 
rebate.

214 dropped from a peak enrollment in 
the late 1960s of 50 to 60 per cent In some 
schools, to 25 per cent, district-wide this 
year, with a range of 12 to 37 per cent 
depending on the school. 


District officials, however, feel enroll- 


ment is stabilizing and don't feel it is a 
"crisis situation." 


The percentage of students taking for- 


eign language in High School Dlst. 211 
has also dwindled and Latin and Russian 
have been phased out. One district offi- 
cial said although "we arc not in a crisis, 


we're certainly not in a growth situ- 
ation." 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


had been experiencing a decline like its 
neighbor districts, but enrollment figures 
for next fall show an Increase. 


"THERE WILL be about a 20 per cent 


increase in language enrollment next 
year at Maine North," said department 
head Daniel Holbrook. "Maine East and 
Maine West have also Indicated they will 
go up; Maine South has always had a 
high enrollment." 


Holbrook believes they are teaching 


i young people what they want and need to 
learn. "For somo years we've been 
teaching language for a visit abroad, so 
the kids can communicate with the na- 
tives. As a result the students are taking 
it for the purpose of traveling and 
they're not worried about the two years 
of college prep. We're getting students 
who want to learn language rather than 
just those who want to go to college." 
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Illinois briefs 
Firm fined $15,000 
for polluting river 


A chemical company In Jollct Friday was fined $15,000 for 


polluting the DCS Plaines River and was chastised for 
"knowingly operating in violation of the law" and showing "a 
lack of diligence and good faith." 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board fined the Stepan Chem- 


ical Co. with discharging undissolvcd solids and waste Into 
Cedar Creek In Mill County in disregard of state pollution 
standards. The creek flows into the DCS Plaines River. 


The company, which was fined $12,500 for similar violations 


a year ago. was asked to comply with the rules and regu- 
lations within 120 days and to come up with a compliance 
plan within 30 days. The board left pending a petition asking 
the company to forfeit a $30,000 performance bond.

reported in that area. All were white victims and black as- 
sailants," said Tcrrcncc Dclany of the Illinois State Police.

Chicago police early Friday shot to death a South Side man 


who had Just stolen a car because they believed he was going 
to shoot at them. It was discovered moments later ho was not 
carrying a gun but had a long-handled black comb In his 
hand. 


"He's pot a gun. drop the gun," a spokesman quoted patrol- 


man Francis McCarthy as shouting just before he shot Glenn 
Williams. 23, in the chest at the end of a high-speed chase. 
Williams was pronounced dead 10 minutes later. The incident 
occurred shortly after 2 a.m.

Although each letter of inquiry Is an- 


swered personally, some ore of general 
interest and I would like to share them 
with you readers. 


Q: I have a small piece of pottery 


marked "Roycroft Shops, East Aurora, 
N.Y." on the base. Can you tell me any- 
thing about it? 


A: Have you ever heard of the epic 


poem "A Message to Garcia"? It was 
written by an early hippie type, Elbert 
Hubbard, who established a bookbbdery, 
copper and leather craft shop, published 
books, and wrote a monthly periodical, 
"The Philistine,' in East Aurora around 
the turn of the century. The pottery such 
as yours was made for him by Buffalo 
Pottery for use in the restaurant of his 
shops and was probably sold with the 
contents when the place went out of busi- 
ness in 1938. Elbert Hubbard went down 
with the "Lusitanla" in 1915, but his son 
kept the shops open until 1938. 


Q: I collect salt dips, the small dishes 


used for salt on grandmother's table. Is 
there some book that deals with these so 
that I can upgrade my collection and 
know what I have? 


A: There is one good book, "Salt Dish- 


es" by Clark W. Brown ($5.95), with a 
supplement costing $2.50. It Is available 
through Wallace-Homestead Book Co., 
Des Moines, Iowa. Many pictures and 
good text. 


Q: I have an old Jug that I think Is 


good and valuable. It holds one gallon 
and Is marked or impressed with the 
words "L. Norton & Co., Bennlngton." Is 
it as good as I think it is? 


A: I don't know how valuable you think 


it is, but it is very good. Many examples 
of Norton jugs and crocks stand In the 
Bennlngton (Vt.) Museum and they are 
much collected in the trade. Depending 
upon the decoration and condition, your 
jug might be worth anywhere from $50 to 
$150. 


Q: My vase Is marked R.R.P. Co., 


Roscville, Ohio. Is this Rosevllle pottery? 


A: The company which made your 


vase, Roblnson-Ransbottom Company of 
Rosevllle, is often confused with tho 
Roseville Pottery, Zanesville, Ohio. Rob- 
lnson-Ransbottom is still In business; 
Roseville is not. Robinson Ransbottom 
specialized in utility pieces; Roseville in 
art pieces. Rosevillo Is attracting atten- 
tion from collectors now and some pieces 
bring several dollars. As far as I know 
the R.R.P. Co. pieces have not much val- 
ue — yet. 


Q: I recently bought a bowl and pitch- 


er at an auction. It seemed that most of 
the things were European Imports and I 
suspect not too old. My set has a mark 
on the bottom like this (drawing) of a 
beehive, "Burlelgh ware Est'd 1851, B & 
L Company, England, Reg. Trademark." 
Can you find this mark in one of your 
books?

tasse spoons and would suggest you have 
one made. Try Craft Patterns, Elmhurst, 
111. 60126, for directions for a spoon rack, 
then have the notches cut smaller. 


Q: My teapot, shaped like a little 


house, is marked "Made in Occupied Ja- 
pan." Can you comment on this ware in 
your column? 


A: Thousands of ceramic and other 


pieces were made in Japan, strictly for 
sale to the western world, naturally, dur- 
ing the occupation of American forces 
between 1945 and 1952. They are becom- 
ing quite collectible, especially the finer 
pieces. Some tea sets, figurines, lamps, 
rival old Japanese or German wares for 
workmanship; others are simply "dime 
store" knick-knacks. However, anything 
made for such a limited time of histori- 
cal significance is bound to increase in 
value In years to come. Occupied Japan 
might be a good collectible for a child to 
start now, when it is not too expensive. 
The same goes for "Made in U.S. Zone 
Germany" items, which are rather less 
numerous.

Safety on the job becoming 
priority issue for churches 


Job safety and working conditions seem an unlikely issue 


for the nation's churches. 


But for a growing number of church people, the health and 


safety of the American people are becoming a No. 1 priority. 


The Rev. Howard E. Spragg, executive vice president of the 


United Church of Christ's Board for Homeland Ministries, 
recently called on that 2 million-member denomination to 
"carry Its healing ministry into the mines, factories and other 
workplaces." 


"In mines and hi factories, on farms and in fields, millions 


of Americans work in a poisoned environment of noise, dust, 
chemicals, radiation and heat stress," Spragg said. 


AS A FIRST step, 40 church and union people gathered at 


Airlle House in Warrenton, Va., to work out a joint program 
to attack the issue and raise the awareness of the problem 
within their various constituencies.

"Religion Today," by Lester Kinsolvlng, will resume 


next week. 


Coming out of the conference was a resolution promising 


that the participants would "develop and intensify inter- 
religious body cooperation on this issue through all appro- 
priate means, Including the organization of unorganized work- 
ers, to the end that the health and safety of America's people 
will be enhanced." 


The resolution called occupational diseases "a national 


crisis" from which "at least 100,000 of America's workers are 
dying and thousands more seriously injured each year." 


Jacob dayman, secretary-treasurer of the Industrial Union 


Dept. of the AFL-CIO, said the 100,000 figure represents only 


"the tip of the iceberg" because many occupational diseases 
are latent. 


THE AIRLIE conference was designed as a beginning in 


what the church leaders hope will be a national movement 
"to acquaint church members with the urgency and extent of 
the problem of occupational disease," Spragg said. 


In the resolution, the participants called "the mobilizing of 


moral, spiritual and political concern and action" on behalf of 
workers. 


One of the first political targets in the campaign is likely to 


be increased funding for the Occupational Safety and Health 
Agency of the Labor Dept. 


Spragg said It would take OSHA's current inspection staff 


some 30 years to visit every work site covered by current 
safety and health laws. 


HIGH-PRIORITY work-related diseases that will be at- 


tacked in the campaign Include black lung, brown lung, coke 
oven poisoning, chemical poisoning and radiation exposure. 


Spragg said the campaign xvould be "a new thrust for Pro- 


testantism." 


"For too long the Protestant churches, along xvith gox-ern- 


ment and voluntary health agencies, have virtually ignored 
the human suffering caused by preventable disease and acci- 
dents in mines, factories and other work places," he said.

.6 billion 


state schools 
budget approved 


The Illinois Board of Education Thurs- 


day approved a $1.6 billion dollar budget 
to finance state education programs for 
the 1976-77 year, an increase of 14 per 
cent over this year. 


The vast majority of the budget, $1.23 


billion, is earmarked for the general 
school-aid formula, which provides mon- 
ey to local school districts based on the 
number of students and taxing ability of 
each district. The amount is an increase 
of $176 million over the legislature's ap- 
propriation for this year. 


The budget will be sent to the Illinois 


General Assembly for approval as part 
of the state's 1976-77 budget. In addition 
to the general school-aid formula, the 
budget calls for $29 million to fund the 
state teacher's retirement system, and 
money for special grants made by the 
state to fund special-education and adult- 
education programs. 


ALSO INCLUDED IN the budget is 


$13,193,000 to run the state Office of Edu- 
cation under State School Supt. Joseph 
Cronin. The amount is about a 14 per 
cent increase over the budget to run the 
office last year under Michael Bakalis, 
the state's last elected superintendent. 


The budget contains a 2 per cent merit 


raise for employes in the office, covers 
increases in programs to provide man- 
agement service to school districts, and 
funds the bilingual education and super- 
vision programs of the office. Funds for 
cost-of-llving increases for employes of 
the education office will be requested 
from the legislature separately. 


The funds proposed for the general 


state aid formula will fully fund the 
state's "resource equalizer" school-aid 
formula, according to estimates from the 
education office. The formula, which was 
adopted two years ago, provides for in- 
crease in the amount of state aid for 
school districts with low ability to raise 
money through local property taxes. 


Under terms of the formula, some lo- 


cal school districts, including High 
School Dist. 214 and 211, will begin to 
lower their property tax rates as they 
receive state money. The first lower tax 
bills as a result of the state aid formula 
will appear next spring.

Olympic fever 


Palatine ski jumper sets goal 


Scott Preslinger is trying to earn his 


wings. 


The 20-year-old Palatine resident and 


former Fremd High School grad hasn't 
enlisted In the Air Force, but instead has 
made a solemn commitment to partici- 
pate in the 1976 Olympic games. 


Scott Preslinger la a ski jumper, and a 


good one as he proved by soaring over 30 
meters (100 feet) for third place last 
week off the 40-meter bill at Norge Ski 
Club in Fox River Grove. 


Although Scott is more accustomed to 


flying 280 feet from the 90-meter plat- 
forms at Westby, Wis. or Iron Mountain, 
Mich., he never misses an opportunity to 
give his wings some exercise. 


"Ski Jumping uses all ot the aerody- 


namics of an airplane wing," Preslinger 
explained. "Each hill has Its own basic 
flight curve and its just a matter of 
being la the right position at the right 
time for a successful ride. 


"Ideally, you want to get all your 


weight forward when you take off and 
drive with your head and shoulders," 
Scott continued. "Initially, you encounter 
a tremendous amount of air pressure 
when you release for the jump. It's al- 
most like hitting a brick wall. 


"But If you knlfo through that initial 


impact and ride with the pressure, creat- 
ing on air pocket, you'll get a good Jump. 
There's a lot of variables, but essential- 
ly, that's what I'm trying to do." 


It'ti the variables — not being in the 


right frame of mind at the top of the hill, 
jumping too early, Jumping too late, fail- 
Ing to relax, bending too far at the waist 
and miscalculating the wind — that 
makes the sport dangerously spectacu- 
lar. 


Skiers have been killed trying to earn 


their wings and broken bones are almost 
Inevitably part of a jumper's uniform 
during iome phase of his career. 


Scott nearly suffered an extremely 


serious injury threo years ago when the 
tip of bis ski punctured his protective 
goggles, stopping just short of his right 
eye. 


But close calls aren't enough to dis- 


courage the momentary sensation of ex- 
tending your head seemingly over the 
tips of the skis in gravity-defying pos- 
ture. 


In fact, the 5-foot-8, 160-pound darede- 


vil wouldn't trade his seven-year hobby 
for all the snow in Norway. Unfortunate- 
ly, Preslinger used the same parallelism 
for the nagging question of why Ameri- 
cans get left in a snow bank when com- 


peting against foreign countries in the 
Olympics. 


"For us, it's exactly that," Scott said, 


"Just a hobby, and that's why we seem 
to be behind these other countries. 
There's no way we can make money ski 
jumping In the United States and our 
(midwest) season li drastically reduced 
to the hard winter months. 


"I've only been able to jump five 


weekends this winter. We have the facil- 
ities in some places, but we don't always 
have the snow.. .a good compact snow 
for jumping. 


"The Europeans, though, ski jump for 


a living — that's their livelihood. They're 
compensated for taking time to practice 
and compete. While we're working dur- 
ing the summer to make enough money

both down the ramp and in the ah-. 


Jumping skis are from 1-2 Inches wider 


and have from 4-6 grooves on the under 
surface for stability as opposed to the 
single ridge on the downhills. Jumping 
skis also don't have metal edges and are 
about three times heavier than down, 
hills. 


It all boils down to a bt of time, mon- 


ey and dedication.. .something that Scott 
Preslinger has created on his own. But if 
he qualifies at two or three of the central 
division Olympic tryout camps next sea- 
son, that trip to Montreal in 1976 would 
mean be earned his wings.

to compete during the winter, they're 
jumping year round." 


Distance, of course, is the primary ob- 


jective of every ski Jumper, but a good, 
long ride can be severely handicapped by 
a lack of style or form. 


"There are five International Ski Fed- 


eration judges who grade you on your 
flight, height, landing and stability," 
Preslinger said. 


"You can lose valuable points if you're 


unsteady or leave too early or too late. 
They throw out the high and low scores 
and average the middle three and add it 
to your distance. 


"That's another thing the Europeans 


are way ahead of us on," he added. 
"They all have a set landing and that's 
one of the big things Americans are lack- 
ing. Different instructors teach different 
landings and it would seem we need 
something concrete and universal." 


While the difference between jumping 


and downhill skiing Is certainly obvious, 
there's also a distinct contrast In equip- 
ment. Jumpers must use longer, heavier 
skis that will add speed and momentum

At last, there is a game that capture1) 


the essence of Chicago and politics, a 
(tamo In which the stealing of public 
funds is within the rules, 


The secret to this game, called "The 


Chicngoan" ($8, from Metro Publica- 
tions and Gnmcophilcs Unlimitcd'Inc.), 
is to become the assessor. Once you arc 
the assessor it really doesn't matter 
what happens during your mcanderings 
around the game board, which includes 
sights and pitfalls of Chicago nnd its 
•surrounding area. Up to eight can play. 


The rule that separates this game 


from any other—and makes it so Chi- 
cago—Is that the assessor controls all 
the bank funds and remains the assessor 
until n fellow player catches him steal- 
ing from the bank. At that point, an- 
other assessor is elected (or picked 
through bribes), 


THE ASSESSOR therefore can't 


lose or shouldn't if the assessor-player 
has any brains at all. 


When I first played the game, it took 


me a while to catch on. I nobly volun- 
teered to be the assessor, as most of the 
other players—thinking of Monopoly 
and similar games—recalled what a 
chore it always is to hand out the mon- 
ey. 


By the time I had got caught steal- 


ing—by my wife, as I recall—I had 
built up my initial $100,000 Model 
Cities grant, with which each player 
starts, to $370.000 and I surreptitiously 
dealt myself another $100,000 bill as I 
passed the bunk to my newly elected 
successor. (My 'take' would have been 
much better, cxcpp^ .that .in the ex- 


citement of table haggling over one 
move I erroneously grabbed a pile of 
$5,000 bills instead of $100,000 bills 
from the bank.) 


In rapid succession, we soon went 


through an additional three more asses- 
sors as the game progressed. 


THE GAME BOARD for "The Chi- 


cagoan" is unusual too in that there is 
no set pattern to movement of n play- 
er's piece.

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The history of a dime 


Ten types mnko up nn entire United States dime scries. 


A denomination mithnriml by the Congressional Act of 
April 2, 1792, but not coined until 1790. Type I struck in 
1797 was designed by Gilbert Stuart and mensured 
thirteenth-sixteenths inchei in diameter, with a composition 
of 892.4 parts silver to 107.G parts copper. It weighed 41.6 
grains, 


Its small eagle reverse U surrounded by the issuing 


authority United States of America, but shows no in- 
dication of the value. 


Type II has tho identical obvewo as the Type I. Struck 


from 1798 to 1807, it was designed by Robert Scot and 
consisted of the snmc composition, size and weight as the 
Type I. It's heraldic eagle reverse is similarly surrounded by 
tho issuing authority; again with no reference to its value. 


From 1809 to 1837 the Type III displayed an obverse 


Liberty wearing the customary Phrygian cap"— a symbol of 
the freed slave — and a reverse eagle with inverted wings. 
For tho first time on this denomination tho motto "E 
1PLURIBUS UNUM" was used as required by law, 


THE DENOMINATION "IOC" appeared for the first 


time on this piece designed by John Reich and. Robert Scot. 
IN size was reduced to three-fourths inch in diameter but 
the weight and composition remained consistent with pre- 
vious issues. 


Gobrccht's Seated Liberty design was applied to the 


Typo IV struck in 1837 and 1838. On this issue the denomi- 
nation "ONE DIME" replaced the caglo in accordance with 
the Coinage Act of January 18,1837 that specifically called 
for the elimination of the eagle on all 10-ccnt denomina- 
tions.

The size was further reduced to eleven-sixteenths inch 


diameter with n composition of 00 per cent silver and 10 per 
cent copper. Tho weight was also lowered to 41.25 grains. 


TYPE V, struck between 1838 and 1860 was essentially 


a continuation of the Gabrocht Seated Liberty design with 
111 stars added between the design and tho rim. In 1853 only 
tho weight was changed again to 38.4 grains. 


Coinage of tho Typo VI Dime from 1860 to 1891 w,as 


interrupted in 1873 to have its weight raised from 38.4 
grains to 38.68 grains. Tho 13 stars on the obverse were 
replaced by tho issuing authority United States of America 
and tho reverse laurel wreath was replaced with a wreath of 
cotton, corn, tobacco and wheat. 


Charles E. Barber designed tho 1892 to 191G Typo VII 


Dime. Tho magnificant head of Liberty appears on his 
quarter dollar and half dollar of the same period. 


It retained the 90 per cent silver and 10 per cent copper 


composition along with tho size and weight of its pre- 
decessor. 


The Darbcr head scries is said to be tho turning point in 


American coinage art. It affected tho method of presenta- 
tion on every denomination issued after 1892. 


FROM 1916 to 1945, A. A. Weinman's Type VIII 


Liberty (mercury) head dime circulated as ono of the most 
popular coins in the entire dime scries. The winged victory 
cap symbolizes freedom of thought which caused it to re- 
semble the famous head of Mercury. Hence the common 
reference. 


The unusual reverse device is the fasces, a Roman sym- 


bol of authority depicting strength in unison. 


Our present Roosevelt dime design provided two types; 


IX and X. From 1946 to 19C4 the composition was 90 per 
cent silver and 10 per cent copper. In 1965 the Coinage Act 
of that year completely eliminated silver as an alloy and 
substituted instead a solid copper core sandwiched between 
two layers of a nickel composition; 7G per cent copper and 
25 per cent nickel. 


Designed by John R. Sinnock, the weight of the second 


Roosevelt dime wns decreased from 38.58 grains to .15 
groins.

He can't save you pain of paying 


... but maybe he can lower the ante

The pain is silent. 
It starts In the brain, where all tilings 


good and bad arc scrutinized. It travels 
to the arm, which controls the hand, 
which reaches into the pocket for the half- 
empty wallet and takes out what's left. 


It's time to settle up. Time to square 


things. What's theirs Is theirs. What's 
yours is theirs. And the government likes 
it just fine. 


The young couple is armed. They have 


brought with them a box full of records 
— receipts, canceled checks, pay stubs, 
W-2 forms — and plop it down on the 
desk of their neighborhood professional 
tax preparer.

Cliargcs 'totally untrue* 
Tm innocent,' says Fulle 
of extortion indictment

County Comr. Floyd T .Fulle declared Friday his innocence 


of federal charges that he extorted more than $40,000 from 
two developers who obtained county zoning In 1970. 


"These charges arc totally untrue," Fulle said as he began 


a "buslncss-os-usual" day in Chicago. "I will be vindicated." 


Fulle, 53. of DCS Plalncs, was indicted Thursday on eight 


counts of extortion, income tax evasion and perjury by a 
federal grand jury which is probing county zoning of unin- 
corporated areas. 


ALTHOUGH REPORTS of the investigation and Fulle's 


pending indictment circulated since last year, Fulle said in an 
interview at County Republican Party headquarters that "no 
one is more shocked than myself about the Indictments. 


"Remember, this indictment is only an accusation. If that 


means automatic guilt, then this isn't America," Fulle said. 


Prominent Chicago defense attorney George Cotsirllos is 


"advising" Fulle about possible defenses against the federal 
charges. 


"I absolutely intend to fight this," Fulle said. "I'm in- 


nocent." 


FULLE SAID he will not resign as chairman of the county's

MORE AND MORE, taxpayers arc 


turning to the experts to do their returns. 
It makes sense because the laws arc be- 
coming increasingly complicated. And 
the government keeps changing its mind 
about what constitutes acceptable deduc- 
tions.

Inflation eased for the second month in a row with a .3 per 


cent drop in the wholesale price index during January, but 
the good news was offset by some gloomy predictions:

The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .3 


per cent drop in December, according to U.S. Labor Dept. 
figures. The January index stood at 171.8, meaning that a 
cross-section of goods costing $100 in 1967 cost $171.80 in 
January. The figure is still 17.2 per cent higher than January 
1974. 


The major portion of the decline showed up as a drop in the 


wholesale prices of foods, causing Agriculture Dept. officials 
to predict retail price increases for the first half of this year 
will be one-third smaller than anticipated. 


Experts say the new figures indicate the annual increase in 


the cost of groceries will be 11 per cent for 1975 instead of the 
15 per cent rise originally predicted.

MSD says plant wouldn't

The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


denied in a final environmental report to 
U.S. officials that the proposed DCS 
Plalncs sewage plant will cause odors or 
ruin well-water supplies.

The final report, nearly as lengthy as a

Positions taken by the sanitary district

• Assertions that prechlorlnatlon, ozo- 


nation and temperature control at cer- 
tain key parts of the plant treatment 
process will eliminate any possible 
sources of odor. 


• Promises that there will be no per- 


manent effect on private wells from the 
construction of underground tunnels to 
the plant because the water will be 
drawn toward the sewage-treatment 
plant, not away from it.

Village's master plan to get facelift

A planning firm will begin updating 


Wheeling's 10-year-old master plan next 
week with an eye toward setting guide- 
lines for future development. 


Wheeling officials recently authorized 


Harland Bartholomew and Associates of 
Northbrook to update the master plan at 
o cost of $6,250. Officials say revisions in 
the plan are needed because there have 
been many changes in development con- 
cepts since 1963. 


Robert Duchek, the planner in charge 


of updating the mater plan, said Friday 
the job will tako about two to three 
months and will take into consideration 
future commercial, industrial and resi- 
dential development, as well as streets, 
public buildings, schools, parks, semi- 
public and open-space land. 


"What we will be doing essentially is 


collecting information to determine a fu- 
ture land-use plan for the village," Duch- 
ek said. 


He said his firm will look at all vacant 


property in Wheeling and nearby unin- 
corporated areas to suggest uses and al- 
ternate uses for the property. The cur- 
rent zoning of the property will be con- 
sidered in making the recommendations, 
he said. 


THE PLANNER said his firm also will 


study the old master plan and use it pre- 
paring the updated version. He said his 
firm will work closely with village offi- 
cials In preparing the new plan. 


Herbert Lortz, plan commission chair- 


man, has said he hopes the updated mas- 
ter plan will be more concrete and give 
officials more direction than the old plan. 
He said planners said the old plan was 
based on a Utopian concept, with little 
chance of becoming reality. 


The 1965 master plan foresaw the vil- 


lage primarily as a community of single- 
family homes. A study conducted last 
year, however, showed that townhouses, 
apartments and condominium apart- 
ments made up about 61 per cent of the 
housing in Wheeling. 


Single-family homes account for only 


39 per cent of the village's 7,323 housing 
units. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt attributes 


the sharp rise in recent years in apart- 
ment and townhouse construction to the 
economic condition of the country. 
"There is no question in my mind that 
economics has dictated the large number 
of townhouse and multiple-family homes 
that have been built," he said. 


HE SAID THE trend in multiple-family 


development could not have been fore- 
seen or prevented by village officials. 


"I think multiple-family is becoming 


much more common in a lot of suburbs, 
not just Wheeling," Passolt said. "And I 
don't know if all of them (municipalities) 
had provided for that much multiple- 
family in their master plans." 


The manager said that while there 


have been many deviations from the 1963 
master plan in the area of residential 
construction, the village has followed the 
plan rather closely in regard to industri- 
al and commercial development. 


He said he feels officials should at-

that this Is a good site for a stadium, our 
first loyalty would be there," McCaskoy 
said. 


"Madison Square Garden has shown a 


determined effort to build a stadium and 
the Bears would be thrilled to play there. 
I think it's a great, great location. 


"What we boll down to Is that the vil- 


lage eventually has to make a decision. 
They have to make it possible," he sold. 


EARLIER THIS WEEK. Madison 


Square Garden president Alan Cohen 
said the company is still working on a 
stadium feasibility study. He said he is 
not yet ready to present the details to the 
village board, although he has had two 
private meetings with Village Pres.

body else can do without going before the 
board of trustees. I can't make any 
agreement with the Bears." 


Trustee James T. Ryan, independent 


candidate for village president, Friday 
Identified three major considerations 
that he said were apparent even without 
having seen any plans or financial pro- 
posals. 


"I would not like to see in any way, 


shape or form, taxpayer money used for 
the stadium," he said. 


"I would have to be convinced that the 


Impact of the development would not be 
wholly obnoxious to the residents of the 
area. And I have to envision more than 
just football games in order to make it a 
going proposition," he said. 


Ryan said that revenue to the village is 


another important consideration, and 
that ultimately the village may have to 


"weigh the impact of a stadium versus 
the Impact of what else might be built 
out there." 


McCASKEY SAID the Bears new sta- 


dium would resemble a stadium built 
recently for the Buffalo Bills football 
team in Orchard Park, N.Y., a Buffalo 
suburb. 


"It is incumbent on us to provide a 


new stadium for several reasons," he 
said. "First, our fans need a desirable 
location to view the games. Second, 
we're finding it increasingly difficult to 
be competitive with other teams that 
have superior facilities. And third \\e are 
going to great lengths to improve the 
Bears as a football team, and the physi- 
cal facilities are an important part of 
that," he said. 


Madison Square Garden v;as the first 


of several interests to approach the 
Bears with stadium plans, McCaskey 
said. "The Bears have never contacted 


or approached any suburb, including Ar- 
lington Heights," he said. 


Village Ally. Jack M. Siegcl, who at- 


tended the meeting with Clarbour, Cohen 
and the Bears, said Friday he is not 
working on the stadium proposal. 
"They (Madison Square Garden) 


haven't come up with what their propos- 
al is as of yet. When they do. I assume it 
will be brought to the village board for 
discussion," he said. 


Siegel said it would be legally possible 


for the village to issue municipal revenue 
bonds to build the stadium. If it did, the 
village would become the legal owner of 
the facility.

MSB denies plant would cause harm 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


denied in a final environmental report to 
U.S. officials that the proposed Des 
Plaines sewage plant will cause odors or 
ruin well-water supplies. 


The report, which includes the sanitary 


district's responses to questions raised 
about the plant at a Dec. 19 hearing, was 
delivered to the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency late Thursday. 


It also Includes additional technical In- 


formation on the proposed sewage-treat- 
ment plant requested by the U.S. agency. 


The final report, nearly as lengthy as a 


1%-inch-thlck preliminary draft which 
the district presented at the public hear- 
ing, repeated many of its earlier stands 
In defense of the proposed sewage treat- 
ment plant at the corner of Elmhurst 
Road and Oakton Street in Des Plaines. 


Positions taken by the sanitary district 


In the final statement include: 


• Assertions that prcchlorinatlon, ozo- 


nation and temperature control at cer- 


tain key parts of the plant treatment 
process will eliminate any possible 
sources of odor. 


• Promises that there will be no per- 


manent effect on private wells from the 
construction of underground tunnels to 
the plant because the water will be 
drawn toward the sewage-treatment 
plant, not away from it. 


• Assurances that if private wells do 


become clouded as a result of the tunnel 
construction, the M5D will provide fresh, 
potable water to the well owners until 
the work is completed and the wells re- 
turn to normal. 


• Comments that the proposed site at 


Oakton Street and Elmhurst Road "is 
large enough so that adequate distance 
can be provided between the treatment 
facilities and the nearby homes" to avoid 
affecting air quality in residential areas. 


• Evidence the MSD believes building 


the plant below ground level would add 
$97,200,000 to the construction cost. It 


said covering all the open portions of the 
p l a n t w o u l d cost an additional 
$25,400,000. 


• Little response to residents' con- 


cerns about plans for a combined sewage 
reservoir because the MSD has "no firm 
Intention as to when the reservoir will be 
constructed, if ever." 


• Assertions there is "no direct evi- 


dence" or any significant health risk 
from living near a sewage-treatment 
plant, citing data that "sewage-treat- 
ment plant workers are healthier than 
workers in other industries." 


Hugh McMillan, the MSD's deputy 


chief engineer said the district views the 
final environmental report as "a series 
of position papers." 


The next step in the process of obtain- 


ing state and U.S. grants for the plant is 
the U.S. EPA's Environmental Impact 
Statement. The federal agency has final 
responsibility for evaluating the impact 
of the sewage-treatment system.

He can 9t save you pain of paying 


. . . but maybe he can lower the ante

The pain is silent. 
It starts in the brain, where all things 


good and bad are scrutinized. It travels 
to the arm, which controls the hand, 
which reaches Into the pocket for the half- 
empty wallet and takes out what's left. 


It's time to settle up. Time to square

pending indictment circulated since last year, Fulle said in an 
interview at County Republican Party headquarters that "no 
one i» more shocked than myself" about the indictments.

Football Club Friday confirmed reports 
that Arlington Park Race Track Is now 
the team owners' first choice for a new 
80,000-scat stadium.

Ralph H. Clarbour and the Bears' man- 
agement. 


When the stadium package Is pro- 


posed, a critical element is expected to 
be revenue to the village. Without suf- 
ficient Income to the village, it Is ques- 
tlonble whether the village board would 
issue revenue bonds, or take any other 
action to old construction of the stadium. 


"A large stadium has drawbacks in 


terms of the crowds it would draw and 
there have to be some benefits to offset

"They (Madison Square Garden)

When they do, I assume it 
will be brought to the village board for 
discussion," he said. 


Siegel said it would be legally possible 


for the village to issue municipal revenue 
bonds to build the stadium. If it did, the 
village would become the legal owner of 
the facility. 


The revenue bonds could be paid for by 


income from the stadium which the vil- 
lage could lease to a private operator. 


The transaction would be similar to the 


$20 million revenue bond sale approved 
by the village board last year for North- 
west Community Hospital.

The final report, nearly as lengthy as a 


IVi-inch-thick preliminary draft which 
the district presented at the public hear- 
ing, repeated many of its earlier stands 
in defense of the proposed sewage treat- 
ment plant at the corner of Elmhurst 
Road and Oakton Street in DCS Plalnes. 


Positions taken by the sanitary district 


in the final statement include: 


• Assertions that prechlorinatlon, ozo- 


nation and temperature control at cer- 


tain key parts of the plant treatment 
process 
will eliminate any possible 


sources of odor. 


• Promises that there will be no per- 


manent effect on private wells from the 
construction of underground tunnels to 
the plant because the water will be 
drawn toward the sewage-treatment 
plant, not away from it. 


• Assurances that if private wells do

He can't save you pain of paying 


. . . but maybe he can lower the ante

The pain Is silent. 
It starts In the brain, where all things

Charges 'totally untrue' 
Tni innocent,' says Fulle 
of extortion indictment

County Comr. Floyd T .Fulle declared Friday his innocence 


of federal charges that he extorted more than $40,000 from 
two developers who obtained county zoning in 1970. 


"These charges arc totally untrue," Fulle said as he began

Inflation cased for the second month in a row with a .3 per 


cent drop in the wholesale price index during January, but 
the good news was offset by some gloomy predictions:

creases in the cost of living that will be caused if President 
Ford's plan to add a $3-per-barrel tax onto the price of crude 
oil is not halted by Congress, opponents of the plan say. 


• The Ford administration's forecast of unemployment fig- 


ures for 1975 may be moved upward. "It is possible they may 
go above 8.5 per cent." Chairman Alan Greenspan of the 
Council of Economic Advisers told the Senate Appropriations 
Committee Thursday. 


The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .5 


per cent drop in December, according to U.S. Labor Dept. 
figures. The January index stood at 171.8, meaning that a 
cross-section of goods costing $100 in 1967 cost $171.80 in 
January. The figure is still 17.2 per cent higher than January 
1974. 


The major portion of the decline showed up as a drop in the

terms of the crowds it would draw and

Schools refusal to pay utility tax may be illegal 


A DuPage County Circuit Court ruling 


Thursday that school districts must pay 
local utility taxw may mean Schaura- 
burg Township Dist. 54's refusal to pay 
such taxes to the village of Hoffman Es- 
tates Is Illegal. 


The village levies a 5 per cent tax on 


all telephone, natural gas and electric 
bills and in turn, the utility companies 
collect the tax plus a slight charge for 
record keeping. Last week Dist. 54 re- 
fused to pay the utility tax contending 
governing bodies are exempt from taxes. 


But that logic may not stand up any 


more. Unit Dist. 220 In Whcaton also re- 


fused to pay utility taxes and was sued 
by Northern Illinois Gas Co., Com- 
monwealth Edison and Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone Co. Thursday, Circuit Court Judge 
George Unversat ruled in favor of the 
utility companies. 


A SCHOOL DISTRICT or other govern- 


ing body is "no different than any other 
consumer," said Unversat Friday. The 
tax was authorized by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly and the Public Utilities Act 
allows companies to pass on the tax to 
the consumer. The General Assembly, 
however, did not exempt governing bod- 
ies from paying the tax. In fact, said the 
judge, Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott 


recently handed down an opinion that 
governing bodies must pay the tax. 


"The General Assembly was certainly 


aware that all units of governments are 
users of public utilities," said Unversat. 
"There also is some justice in the thing. 
A municipality provides services for oth- 
er taxing bodies and hi this way receives 
some reimbursement." 


The Wheaton school district had 30 


days to file an appeal. 


THE VILLAGE OF Hoffman Estates 


began its utility tax Jan. 1. Dist 54 board 
members complained they should be ex- 
empt from the tax and the village au- 


thorized its attorney to draw up a plan 
rebating the tax money to school dis- 
tricts and other governing bodies on a 
quarterly basis.

The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .5

said. "First, our fans need a desirable 
location to view the games. Second, 
we're finding it increasingly difficult to 
be competitive with other teams that 
have superior facilities. And third we are 
going to great lengths to improve the 
Bears as a football team, and the phjsi- 
cal facilities are an important part of 
that," he said. 


Madison Square Garden was the first 


of several interests to approach the 
Bears with stadium plans, McCaskey 
said. "The Bears have never contacted 


or approached any suburb, including Ar- 
lington Heights," he said. 


Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel, who at- 


tended the meeting with Clarbour, Cohen 
and the Bears, said Friday he is not 
working on the stadium proposal.

Siegel said it would be legally possible 


for the village to issue municipal revenue 
bonds to build the stadium.

Want a dog? 'Homefinder' 
service has just the one

Al Jurs Is starting on "adoption" ser- 


vice In Rolling Meadows because he just 
doesn't have the heart to send more than 
400 dogs to the "gas box" each year. 


Jurs is starting a directory of persons 


who tell him they would like lo have a 
dog. The list will include breed, size, col- 
or and other general characteristics. 
When he or Don Bchrcndt, the two ser- 
vice officers on the Rolling Meadows Po- 
lice Dcpt.. pick up a stray, Impound it 
for the required 48 hours and still ore 
unable to locate Its owners, they'll turn 
to the directory, hopliig to find a new 
owner there. 


Last year. Jurs and Bchrendt collected 


848 stray dogs. About half were returned 
to their owners. They tried to find homes 
for the others, but many were sent to 
Orphans of the Storm, a Decrfleld shelter 
which keeps animals for two months. If 
they haven't been adopted by then, they 
go to the "gas box" where they are 
killed. Jurs said. 


STRAY CATS don't get that much 


time. Jurs doesn't know how many stray 
cats th« city collects each year, because 
most ore brought in by the public works 
department. The city sells dog tags to 
cat owners, although under state law, 
cannot require them, Jurs said. If a cat 
has tags, It's returned to Its owner, but If 
K does not. it Is destroyed. Public Works 
has Its own "gas box" for that purpose. 
Jurs said he would not be able to per- 
form that task himself. 


"I love animals. If I pick up an animal 


on the streets, it's almost like picking up 
a child. They (pets) arc dependent on us. 
You just don't open the door and let 
them go. But you wouldn't believe bow 


many people leave animals running loose 
without tags," Jurs said. 


When Jurs picks up a dog, ho takes It 


to the Arlington Park Veterinary Hospi- 
tal, where It Is Impounded for two or 
three days. City ordinances specify the 
dogs must be held 48 hours, and any that 
are unclaimed may be destroyed. He 
tries to cheat the "gas box," taking the 
dogs home and checking with friends, 
people he meets at city hall and other 
sources, looking for a home for the ani- 
mal. 


"But all my friends have dogs now, 


and they lock the doors when they see 
me coming," he said. 


TOE DOGS IN Jurs' "home finder" 


service won't all be mixed breeds. Jurs 
had two Samoyeds, expensive dogs origi- 
nating In arctic regions, looking for their 
owners last week. Jurs was able to re- 
turn them to their homes. He gets 
poodles, golden retrievers, beagles, black 
Labradors, Irish setters and German 
shepherds, as well as mixed breeds. The 
new owners will accept all responsibility 
for the dogs, and the city will not be 
liable In any way. But Jurs noted he gets 
few vicious dogs. "I've been bitten just 
once since I've been on the d.-partment, 
(three years)," he said. 


Jurs keeps another list showing the lo- 


cation of every known dog In the city. 
When he finds a stray, he checks with 
known dog owners in the city in hopes of 
finding the right one. A few people call in 
looking for lost dogs — but not enough, 
Jurs said. He thinks some owners are 
deterred by the dty's policy of Issuing 
tickets to owners of strays, $2 the first 
time, $S the second time and $25 every 
other time the same dog is picked up.

He can 9t save you pain of paying 


. . . but maybe he can lower the ante

The pain is silent. 
It starts in the brain, where all things 


good and bad are scrutinized. It travels 
to the arm, which controls the hand, 
which reaches into the pocket for the halt- 
empty wallet and takes out what's left.

"Thevc charges arc totally untrue," Fulle said as he began

Fulle. 53. of DCS PUincs. was indicted Thursday on eight 


counts of extortion, income tax evasion and perjury by a 
federal grand jury which Is probing county zoning of unin- 
corporated areas. 


ALTHOUGH REPORTS of the investigation and Fulle's 


pending indictment circulated since last year, Fulle said in an 
Interview at County Republican Party headquarters that "no 
one is more shocked than myself" about the Indictments. 


"Remember, this indictment is only an accusation. If that 


means automatic guilt, then this isn't America," Fulle said. 


Prominent Chicago defense attorney George Cotsirilos is 


"advising" Fulte about possible defenses against the federal 
charges. 


"I absolutely intend to fight this." Fulle said. "I'm in-

Living costs, unemployment due 
to go still higher, experts say

Inflation eased for the second month in a row with a .3 per 


cent drop in the wholesale price index during January-, but 
the good news was offset by some gloomy predictions: 


• Gains in the fight against inflation will not outweigh in- 


creases in the cost of living that will be caused if President 
Ford's plan to add a $3-per-barre1 tax onto the price of crude 
oil is not halted by Congress, opponents of the plan say. 


• The Ford administration's forecast of unemployment fig- 


ures for 1975 may be moved upward. "It is possible they may 
go above 8.5 per cent." Chairman Alan Greenspan of the 
Council of Economic Advisers told the Senate Appropriations 
Committee Thursday. 


The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .5 


per cent drop in December, according to U.S. Labor Dept. 
figures. The January index stood at 171.8, meaning that a 
cross-section of goods costing $100 in 1967 cost $171.80 in 
January- The figure is still 17.2 per cent higher than January 
1974. 


The major portion of the decline showed up as a drop in the 


wholesale prices of foods, causing Agriculture Dept. officials 
to predict retail price increases for the first half of this year 
will be one-third smaller than anticipated. 


Experts say the new figures indicate the annual increase in 


the cost of groceries will be 11 per cent for 1975 instead of the 
15 per cent rise originally predicted.

Football Club Friday confirmed reports 
that Arlington Park Race Track Is now 
the team owners' first choice for a new 
co.ooo-soat stadium. 


Edward McCaakcy, vice president and 


treasurer of the Bears organization, said 
Friday the team will play at Arlington 
Park If the Village of Arlington Heights 
agrees to n stadium proposal still being 
worked out by Madison Square Garden 
Corp. 


"Should they be successful In per- 


suading the Village of Arlington Heights 
that this Is a good silo for a stadium, our 
first loyalty would be there," McCaskcy 
said. 


"Madison Square Garden has shown a 


determined effort to build a stadium and 
tho Bean would be thrilled to play there. 
I think It's a great, great location. 


"What we boil down to Is that the vil- 


lage eventually has to make a decision. 
They have to make it possible," he said. 


EARLIER 
THIS WEEK, Madison 


Square Garden president Alan Cohen 
said the company is still working on a 
stadium feasibility study. He said he is 
not yet ready to present the details to the 
village board, although he has had two 
private meetings with Village Pres. 
Ralph II. Clarbour and the Bears' man- 
agement. 


When the stadium package Is pro- 


posed, a critical element Is expected to 
bo revenue to the village. Without suf- 
ficient income to the village, It Is ques- 
tlonble whether the village board would 
issue revenue bonds, or take any other 
action to aid construction of the stadium. 


"A large stadium has drawbacks in

Charges 'totally untrue" 
'I'm innocent,' says Fulle 
of extortion indictment

County Comr. Floyd T .Fulle declared Friday his innocence 


of federal charges that he extorted more than $40,000 from 
two developers who obtained county zoning in 1970. 


"These charges arc totally untrue," Fulle said as he began

Fulle, 53, of Des Plaines. was indicted Thursday on eight 


counts of extortion, income tax evasion and perjury by a 
federal grand jury which is probing county zoning of unin- 
corporated areas.

pending Indictment circulated since last year, Fulle said in an 
interview at County Republican Party headquarters that "no 
one is more shocked than myself" about the indictments.

Living costs, unemployment due 
to go still higher, experts say

Inflation eased for the second month in a row with a .3 per 


cent drop in the wholesale price index during January, but 
the good news was offset by some gloomy predictions: 


• Gains in the fight against inflation will not outweigh In- 


creases in the cost of living that will be caused if President 
Ford's plan to add a $3-per-barrel tax onto the price of crude 
oil is not halted by Congress, opponents of the plan say. 


• The Ford administration's forecast of unemployment fig- 


ures for 1975 may be moved upward. "It is possible they may 
go above 8.5 per cent," Chairman Alan Greenspan of the 
Council of Economic Advisers told the Senate Appropriations 
Committee Thursday. 


The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .5 


per cent drop in December, according to U.S. Labor Dept. 
figures. The January index stood at 171.8, meaning that a 
cross-section of goods costing $100 in 1967 cost $171.00 in 
January. The figure is still 17.2 per cent higher than January 
1974. 


The major portion of the decline showed up as a drop in the 


wholesale prices of foods, causing Agriculture Dept. officials 
to predict retail price increases for the first half of this year 
will be one-third smaller than anticipated. 


Experts say the new figures indicate the annual increase in 


the cost of groceries will be 11 per cent for 1975 instead of the 
15 per cent rise originally predicted.

Norma Murauskis, independent candi-

15 village election. The filing deadline to 
get a referendum on the ballot was Jan.

"The response has been good and 


many people have called me saying they 
would like to help," Mrs. Murauskis said 
of her opposition to the library.

Since a referendum on the library 


could not be scheduled for 78 days after 
the petitions are filed, the village elec- 
tions would be over before residents 
could vote on the library.

"If I'm 
elected or not, I'll still feel I'm doing 
something for the people." 


LIBRARY OFFICIALS now estimate

This would mean that Mrs. Mu- 
rauskis would have to get construction 
delayed before a referendum could be 
scheduled. 


Mrs. Murauskis said a delay in con-

He can 
9t save you pain of paying 


. .. but maybe he can lower the ante

The pain is silent. 
It starts in the brain, where all things 


good and bad are scrutinized. It travels 
to the arm, which controls the hand, 
which reaches into the pocket for the half- 
empty wallet and takes out what's left. 


It's time to settle up. Time to square 


things. What's theirs is theirs. What's 
yours is theirs. And the government likes 
it just fine. 


The young couple is armed. They have 


brought with them a box full of records 
— receipts, canceled checks, pay stubs, 
W-2 forms — and plop it down on the 
desk of their neighborhood professional 
tax preparer.

Fulle. 33. of Dca Plaints, was indicted Thursday on eight 


counts of extortion, income tax evasion and perjury by » 
federal grand jury which is probing county zoning of unin- 
corporated areas. 


ALTHOUGH REPOFITS of the investigation and Fulle's 


pending Indictment circulated since last year. Fullr said in an 
interview at County Republican Party headquarters that "no 
one i» more shocked than myself" about the Indictments. 


"Remember, this indictment is only an accusation. If that 


means automatic guilt, then this Isn't America," Fulle said. 


Prominent Chicago defense attorney George Cotsirilos is

says the taxman, one of hundreds of 
Northwest suburban Certified Public Ac- 
countants and private taxperts.

Living costs, unemployment due 
to go still higher, experts say

Inflation eased for the second month in a row with a .3 per 


cent drop in the wholesale price index during January, but 
the good news was offset by some gloomy predictions: 


• Gains in the fight against inflation will not outweigh in- 


creases in the cost of living that will be caused if President 
Ford's plan to add a J3-per-barrel tax onto the price of crude 
oil is not halted by Congress, opponents of the plan say. 


• The Ford administration's forecast of unemployment fig- 


ures for 1975 may be moved upward. "It is possible they may 
go above 8.3 per cent," Chairman Alan Greenspan of the 
Council of Economic Advisers told the Senate Appropriations 
Committee Thursday. 


The January decline in wholesale-price levels followed a .5 


per cent drop in December, according to U.S. Labor Dcpt. 
figures. The January index stood at 171.8, meaning that a 
cross-section of goods costing $100 in 1967 cost J171.80 in 
January. The figure is still 17.2 per cent higher thaa January 
1974. 


The major portion of the decline showed up as a drop in the 


wholesale prices of foods, causing Agriculture Dept. officials 
to predict retail price increases for the first half of this year 
will be one-third smaller than anticipated. 


Experts say the new figures indicate the annual increase In 


the cost of groceries will be 11 per cent for 1975 instead of the 
15 per cent rise originally predicted. 


Oil price increase could raise index

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Aide confirms Bears9 desire to move to Arlington Park

A top officer In the Chicago Bears 


Football Club Friday confirmed reports 
that Arlington Park Race Track Is now 
the team owners' first choice for a new 
80,000-scat stadium. 


Edward McCaskey, vice president and 


treasurer of the Bears organization, said 
Friday the team will play at Arlington 
Park If the Village of Arlington Heights 
agrees to a stadium proposal still being 
worked out by Madison Square Garden 
Corp. 


"Should they be succeisful In per- 


suadtng the Village of Arlington Heights 
that this is a good site for a stadium, our 
first loyalty would be there," McCaskey 
said. 


"Madison Square Garden has shown a 


determined effort to build a stadium and 
the Bears would be thrilled to play there. 
I think It's a great, great location. 


"What we boll down to Is that the vil- 


lage eventually has to make a decision. 
They have to make it possible," he said. 


EARLIER 
THIS WEEK. Madison 


Square Garden president Alan Cohen 
said the company Is still working on a 
stadium feasibility study. He said he is 
not yet ready to present the details to the 
village board, although he has had two 
private meetings with Village Pros. 
Ralph H. Clarbour and the Bears' man- 
agement. 


When the stadium package Is pro- 


posed, a critical clement is expected to 
bo revenue to the village. Without suf- 
ficient Income to the village, it Is qucs- 
tlonblc whether the village board would 
issue revenue bonds, or take any other 
action to aid construction of the stadium. 


"A large stadium has drawbacks in 


terms of the crowds it would draw and 
there have to be some benefits to offset 
the drawbacks — namely income," 


Trustee David Griffin said Friday. Grif- 
fin Is one of two candidates running for 
village president in the April 1 election. 


"The whole key is what will be In the 


proposal from Madison Square Garden. 
What will be the benefits to Arlington 
Heights? A big stadium sitting at Arling- 
ton Park is not by Itself a benefit," he 
said. 


Griffin said he plans to ask Clarbour 


for a report on the status of the stadium 
plans at Monday night's village board 
meeting. 


"This thing should be opened up fully. 


I think everybody's now aware the Bears 
are interested in playing at Arlington 
Park. But whatever the facts are, they 
should be disclosed," he said. 


CLARBOUR SAID he does not feel un- 


comfortable about the private meetings 
with Alan Cohen, president of Madison 
Square Garden Corp. and George S. 
Halas Sr., the Bears' owner, despite the 


call by Griffin to open them up. 


"There really isn't anything I or any- 


body else can do without going before the 
board of trustees. I can't make any 
agreement with the Bears." 


Trustee James T. Ryan, independent 


candidate for village president, Friday 
identified three major 
considerations 


that he said were apparent even without 
having seen any plans or financial pro- 
posals. 


"I would not like to see in any way, 


shape or form, taxpayer money used for 
the stadium," he said. 


"I would have to be convinced that the 


impact of the development would not be 
wholly obnoxious to the residents of the 
area. And I have to envision more than 
just football games In order to make it a 
going proposition," he said. 


Ryan said that revenue to the village Is 


another important consideration, and 
that ultimately the village may have to 


"weigh the impact of a stadium versus 
the impact of what else might be built 
out there." 


McCASKEY SAID the Bears new sta- 


dium would resemble a stadium built 
recently for the Buffalo Bills football 
team in Orchard Park, N.Y., a Buffalo 
suburb. 


"It is incumbent on us to provide a 


new stadium for several reasons," he 
said. "First, our fans need a desirable 
location to view the games. Second, 
we're finding it increasingly difficult to 
be competitive with other teams that 
have superior facilities. And third we are 
going to great lengths to improve the 
Bears as a football team, and the physi- 
cal facilities are an important part of 
that," he said. 


Madison Square Garden was the first 


of several interests to approach the 
Bears with stadium plans, McCaskey 
said. "The Bears have never contacted 


or approached any suburb, including Ar- 
lington Heights," he said. 


Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel, who At- 


tended the meeting with Clarbour, Cohen 
and the Bears, said Friday he is not 
working on the stadium proposal. 


" T h e y (Madison Square Garden) 


ha\en't come up with what their propos- 
al is as of yet. When they do, I assume it 
will be brought to the village board for 
discussion," he said. 


Siegel said it would be legally possible 


for the village to issue municipal revenue 
bonds to build the stadium. If it did, the 
village would become the legal owner of 
the facility. 


The revenue bonds could be paid for by 


income from the stadium which the vil- 
lage could lease to a private operator. 


The transaction would be similar to the 


$20 million revenue bond sale approved 
by the village board last year for North- 
west Community Hospital.

funding bids irk trustees 


Requests for almost $90,000 In village 


funds to commemorate the nation's Bi- 
centennial has received a cool reception 
from Arlington Heights trustees review- 
ing next year's budget. 


Dwight Walton, chairman of the village 


Bicentennial commission and a former 
trustee, presented the village board fi- 
nance committee this week with a list of 
20 items he hoped would be funded in 
next year's budget. Walton said bis list 
was "not padded with grandiose ideas." 


However, his package drew fire from 


trustees as being inflationary and overly 
optimistic. Funding of the Arlington 
Heights Park District's Prairie Farm, a 
working model farm, was singled out for 
criticism because it is outside village 
limits. 


TRUSTEE RUSSELL Colvin said the 


farm, at Bclmont Avenue and Council 
Trail, could become a liability to the 
park district's tax-rate increase referen- 
dum. He said talk of using village funds 
to buy split-rail fences or to "buy a pig" 
could turn public sympathy from the 
park district's position. 


"If we go along with this (funding of 


the farm) and be nice guys, we'd be fools 
in the eyes of the community," Colvin 
said. 
"Walton's list, ranging from the $12,000 
request for the farm to a $230 prize for 
designing a commemorative village ve- 
hicle sticker, was labeled by Trustee 
Alice Harms as "a scattergun ap- 
proach." Mrs. Harms said Walton should 
concentrate on one or two items rather 


than presenting a long list. 


Walton answered that the 
trustees 


must make the decision which projects to 
fund and to what degree. He said his list 
was the result of studying the desires of 
various groups in the village. He said 
eac'i request was some group's pet proj- 
ect. 


"But is it the taxpayers' favorite?" 


asked Colvin. 


TRUSTEE DAVID Griffin, Caucus can- 


didate for village president, called upon 
Walton to "get down to realism" in his 


requests. Griffin said the village could 
become enraptured with having a large 
celebration budget. 


"We could christen every new police 


car a Bicentennial car, I suppose, and 
spend $1 million like that," he said. 


Village Pros. Ralph Clarbour told Wal- 


ton he should come back with "reason- 
able and responsible" requests for a few 
items rather than the whole list. 


Finance chairman Frank Palmatier 


agreed and said there was a "need to 
pick and choose" among the items.
